Plant of Bay State Saw and Tool 
Company Partially Destroyed 

A fire which seriously threatened 
to do much more than the estimated 
SaOAJOO resulting damage partially 
destroyed the plant of the Bay State 
Saw and Tool Company on Lake street 
off upp«r Main street last Saturday 
forenoon. It was Winchester's first 
fire of large proportions in quite some 
time and a big crowd hastened to the 
scene of activities where it was treat- 
ed to some very effective work on the 
part of the local Fire Department 
augmented by a piece of apparatus 
from Woburn. 

The blaze started in the tempering 
room of the factory where the steel is 
dipped in vats of oil heated by gas. 
Walter A. Bailey, son of the proprie- 
tor of the plant was in the tempering 
room at the time and had a narrow 
escape from being burned as a result 
of the speed with which the llanv.s 
spread. 

According to one account Mr. Bailej 
had been operating a tempering vat 
and had shut off the heat beneath it 
when without warning the whole vat 
burst into flames. Mr. Bailey threw 
two cans of lire extinguisher upon the 
blaze and then ran to the main fac- 
tory where he spread the alarm ami 
returned with two fire extinguishers 
which he dumped upon the fire in a 
vain effort to check the flames. He 
collapsed in leaving the room and was 
dragged to safety only in the nick of 
time by his father. Others in the plant 
to suffer from burns in attempting to 
beat out the flames were Leslie Hill 
and J. William Stewart of Woburn and 
Frank Moore of Winchester. 

While those in the building were 
trying to stifle the flames an alarm 
from Box 41 summoned the Winches- 
ter Fire Department, the Chief's car. 
Engine ft. Ladder 1 and Combination 
1 responding. Immediately upon not- 
ing conditions at his arrival Chief De- 
Courcy pulled

The local Board of Health enforced 
the same preventive measures in this 
instance as in private homes. These 
scarlet fever patients were removed 
from the Winchester Hosnital to the 
contagious department of the Boston 
Citv Hospital, thus eliminating any 
active means of communication. Ex- 
perience has shown that all persons 
exposed to scarlet fever are in danger 
of becoming infected with the disease 
within thre^- to eight days. In ac- 
cordance with the above the Board of 
Health has made a regulation plac- 
ing the maximum incubation period 
as eight days, and have deemed it 
wise to quarantine contacts, and no 
person is allowed to enter or leave 
such houses, except physicians, nurses 
and clergymen within the time pre- 
scribed. A history of these cases 
failed to reveal a common source of 
infection, but it is certain the origin 
was not in Winchester. 

In this matter the Board of Health 
has followed the procedure in use for 
manv years — a policy which has long 
since proved its worth bv the small 
number of contagious diseases report- 
ed. Although these measures mav an. 
penr harsh, yet to date we have re- 
ceived n^ further reports from this 
source which would indicate that our 
measures of prevention are successful.

after raising a hue-and-cry upon the 
trail of the fugitive thief. 

He had gotten his man about half 
way to the square when he met the 
police Reo hastening towards ihe 
scene of the excitement with Chief Mc- 
intosh at the wheel. Both cars stopped 
and officer Donaghey transferred his 
man to the Chief's car preparatory to 
going to Sergt. Cassidy's assistance. 

Just as he was about to start, how- 
ever, the Sergt. appeared also in a 
commandeered machine and having 
with him the other burglar. Follow- 
ing the latter 's escape Cassidy had 
noted the direction taken and had fal- 
lowed him in the police Ford. He 
was joined in the pursuit by several 
citizens and automobiles, but none 
cared to make too strenuous an at- 
tempt to stop the fugitive who kept 
upon his way despite several shots 
which the policeman sent after him at 
the start of his flight. 

The chase finally led to Wild wood 
Cemetery where Sergt. Carsidy aban- 
doned his machine anil finally cap- 
tured his man in the hollow nearest to 
Wildwood street. Then commandeer- 
ing a machine he .was conducting him 
to the station when he met Chief 
Mcintosh and officer Donaghey. 

The two prisoners were taken to 
headquarters and locked up. The man 
captured by officer Donaghey gave his 
name as Paul J. Sansone, 24, and his 
residence as Norwood. Sergt. Cassi- 
dy's man was booked as Edward De- 
vine, 21, also of Norwood. 

As soon lis the liurirlars were safe- 
ly under lock and key Chief Mcintosh 
sent the officers again to the scene of 
the attempted break in the expecta- 
tion of finding a machine in which 
they were thought to have come to 
town. 

The car, a Ford sedan, wa< discov- 
ered at a short distance from Cabot 
street, and taken to the police station 
for examination. In it was found a 
quantity of loot mciuding some very 
handsome appearing jewelry. The ma- 
chine was registered to William J- 
Donovan of 525 Washington street. 
Norwood. 

Upon being questioned Sansone and 
Devine admitted their intention of 
forcing an entrance at the Boutwell 
house with the idea of adding to the 
loot in their automobile. They further 
stated that they had gotten the good.- j 
found by the police in Quincy and that | 
they were on their way with them to | 
Lawrence where thev were to dispose 
of them. A communication from th>- 
Quincy authorities verified their state- 
ment, the goods found in the sedan be- 
ing identified as having been stolen 
there. 

Three valuable rings, however, 
which should have been in the collec- 
tion were missing and these Sansone 
and Devine claimed they did not have. 
This strengthened the belief which the 
police had formed that the men were 
operating with an accomplice. The 
prisoners claimed they had hired the 
car in which they had come to Win- 
chester. 

Both were found to possess police 
records, having been released from the 
Massachusetts Reformatory at Con- 
cord last November. At that time 
Sansone had been taken to Manchester 
where he was wanted in connection 
with four breaks. He was found guiU- 
tv and held in bonds of $1000 for the 
Januarv session of th« Suoerior Court 
where he was eriv n a suspended sen- 
tence of from three to five years. He 
had previously -seen sentenced to the 
Concord reformatory for breaks in Ar- 
lington abou-. three years ago. Devine 
while not thai possessor of so impress- 
ive a record ts Sansone was neverthe- 
less considered an important capture 
bv tho no'.ce. 

Both men were arraigned in the Dis- 
trict Court at Wobum Saturday morn- 
ing where they were held in $10,000 
bonds for a continuance of their case 
on April 8. In the meantime police 
authorities from Boston, Lynn, Wol- 
laston. Belmont and Norwood are in- 
vestigating in the hopes of fastening 
breaks occurring in their respective 
communities upon the pair taken by 
Serg* Cassidy and officer Donaghey. 



Whether or not anything further 
omes of the matter the \io\ice have 
once more demonstrated their ability 
to act quickly and to give the Town 
adequate protection fiom the profes- 
sional housebreaker.

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The oil soaked condition of the 
building had caused the fire to spread 
rapidly, the fact that all the windows 
had been open to allow the smoke of 
tempering to escape giving an even 
greater impetus to the llames. At the 
arrival of the apparatus the tire was 
breaking througn the partition from 
the tempering room to the main build- 
ing an I it could readily he seen that 
the i ear of the structure was doomed. 

The high wind and the fury of the 
burning oil made it seem probable 
that the fire might spread to include 
.several other commercial buildings 
and dwellings in the vicinity and the 
firemen worked with feverish activity 
to get the dailies under Control. 

Ihe heavy smoke and extreme heat 
of the fire made their work doubly 
difficult but the three pumps operating- 
eight lines ami more than 24IH) .feet 
of hose gradually began to get the 
blaze under control. Shortly after the 
lir>t hook-up an explosion occurred in 
the basement at the rear of the plant 
whieh caused the floor to cave in and 
which made the scaling of tne struc- 
ture by ladder a risky undertaking. 

Nevertheless, as soon as the first 
fury of the blaze hail been somewhat 
abated ladders were raised and a hole 
cut through the roof of the building 
at the Lake street comer. The flames 
were immediately leaping through the 
aperture but a heavy stream of water ' 
played from the roof soon began to 
tell and after a sharp fight the fire- 
men began to get the blaze under con- 
trol. It was impossible to put out the 
blazing oil which had to bum itself 
out and it was the smoke from this 
seething mass which made the work 
of the men so difficult. 

Hoseman Jeremiah Donovan of Hose 
1. Wobum, was overcome while fight- 
ing the fire and was with difficulty suf- 
ficiently revived by officer James Don- 
aghey of the Winchester Police to . 
permit his removal by the latter and 
officer Daniel P. Kelley from the work- 
shop of George H. Hamilton to the 
Choate Hospital in Wobum where for 
some time he was in a serious condi- 
tion. Miss Ellen Fallon of Winches- 
ter was slightly overcome while 
watching the fire from the street and 
was taken to her home in an automo- 
bile. 

Neighboring buildings were kept 
soaked with water to prevent the 
spreading of the flames but by 1:30 it 
became apparent that the worst was 
over and the fire pretty well out. As 
a precaution against a sudden recur- 
rence of the flames Combination 1 with 
two lines and five men was left on the 
premises until 3:45 in the afternoon, 
the first alarm being registered at 
11:30 a. m. 

The building was not so badly dam- 
aged as was at first supposed. Few 
in the crowd hurrying along Main 
street to the fire would have wagered 
any considerable amount that the 
structure would not be completely 
razed. The rear of the plant where 
the tempering room had been located 
was completely destroyed, and much 
of the plant in the near vicinity was 
badly gutted. The worst of it was, 
however, confined to the rear, though 
the fire did run along the rafters and 
break out over the office at one place 
in the front of the plant. The water 
and smoke damage was of course con- 
siderable, the estimated amount of the 
total being in the neighborhood of 
$50,000 which it is reported was cov- 
ered by insurance. The plant is owned 
bv Edward T. Bailey of Auburn street. 
Wobum and employed about 25 people. 

During the fire congestion on Mam 
street was great and the Winchester 
police had a busy time trying to give 
the firemen elbow room. Chief Mc- 
intosh was on the scene with Lieut. 
Harrold and Sergt. Cassidy together 
with officers Farrell. Hogan. Donag- 
hey and Kelley. Traffic from Wobum 
square to Winchester was tied up by 
the fire lines, that south hound being 
detoured over Swanton street. Cars 
were parked in solid lines on both 
sides of the street from the center to 
the line at Blanchard's. 

While the firemen were busy a 
Uke street, a telephone call cam* in 
to local headquarters for a chimney 
fire at the home of John E. Ridey on 
Wright street in the Punster lane dis- 
trict. The call was diverted and a 
piece of apparatus from Ar ington re- 
sponded. There was little damage.

For several years i' has been cus- 
tomary to present a sacred cantata 
or oratorio at the Eoiphany on Palm 
Sunday. This year's selection was 
the beautiful "Seven I -is! Words." 
the (treat Dubois's beautiful musical 
conception of the last words of Our 
Saviour, spoken from the Cross of 
Calvary. Aside from its religious 
significance the work has much musi- 
cal merit and the choir's rendering 
last Sunday was such as to bring out 
the fullest appeal of the score. The 
soloists were Dr. Walter E. Boyd, 
tenor. "Jackie" Page, soprano; and 
Mr. Kenneth McLeod, baritone. 

Especially fine choral effects were 
attained in the singing of thei First 
and Second Words, the latter with its 
striking tenor obligate sung by Dr. 
Boyd. "Jackie" Page displayed a 
pleasing boy soprano in the solo pas- 
sages of the Third Word and again in 
duet with Dr. Boyd against the soft 
background of the full choir.

TOO MICH CASH 

If the boys and girls of high school 
age are lacking in moral stamina, if 
thev are inferior in character and 
stability t > the fenerations before, 
these faults can be traced to three 
"h ; nTs — money, aittom b:l«ks and 
weak-kneed parents. 

Cash rules the world of pleasure. 
It costs money for tea dances, road 
house revels, fancy clothes, evening 
paries, bootleg liquor, cigarettes 
and all the appurtenances of the jazz 
age. These things are barred to per- 
sons without the cash. 

Twenty-five years ago no boy or 
girl could indulge in them. The most 
indulgent of parents could hardly 
supply children with actual cash to 
spend as they liked. Plenty of hoys 
and girls never had a dollar bill in 
their hands, to spend on themselves, 
from one year's end to the other. 

Today, prosperity has made many 
parents soft in the head. They have 
not the strength of will to hold out 
against the increasing demands of 
boys ami girls. They yield rather 
than be called "old fashioned." Thev 
•ire surrending their authority and 
their responsibility ami seeking vain- 
ly for $.mio other excuse for present 
conditions. 

It is not so much the high cost of 
living that worries families today — 
i> is the high cost of pleasure Years 
ago when a father fed ami clothed 
his sons and daughters he fell he 
was doing his full duty. Today food 
and clothing are only incidentals. 
High school girls and hoys must 
have money for luncheons at school 
(an unheard of thing even 15 years 
ago); they must have cash for tho 
football and baseball games, the 
dances, the movies, for gasoline and 
oil on auto rides, for snort clothes 
and other expenses of this era that 
caters to youth. 

Allied to this free spending of 
money is the free spending of their 
time. High Schools are now as much 
of a club as a school. Sport and 
pleasure are tied up with education 
as never before. Just as discipline 
in the home, in many cases, has 
grown weaker, so has discipline in 
the schools. 

These are the reasons why the 
present school generation is getting 
out of hand. It isn't "reliellious 
youth," it is "pampered and coddled 
youth." Parents know it. How many 
fathers and mothers ever had, in 
their youth, one-tenth the amount of 
money to spend thev now feel com- 
pelled to give to their children. It is 
the old vicious circle— "we must keep 
up with the others." 

Meanwhile the boys and girls are 
naturally contemptuous of an au- 
thority " which dares not interfere 
with them.— [Boston Post.

Towh School AHthoriticii Express Ap- 
preciation of Retiring Principal 



Was a Former Winchester Boy 



The following article is clipped 
from the Newark Evening News of 
March 23. It holds particular inter- 
est to many residents of this town 
through their personal acquaintance 
and friendship of Mr. Dutch, a form- 
Mr well known resident and teacher in 
our High School. He was educated in 
the Winchester Schools and is a 
brother of former Town Counsel 
Charles F. Dutch of Brooks street. 

Glowing tribute to the man and his 
work was expressed last night by 
members of the Montclair Board of 
Education and Superintendent of 
Schools Frank G. Pickell in receiving 
the resignation of Herbert W. Dutch, 
for 20 years principal of the town 
high school. 

Because of the absence of its presi- 
dent, Richard T. Greene, the board de- 
ferred formal action on the resigna- 
tion, but designated a member, Miss 
■Mary W. Carter, to draft a resolu- 
tion to be presented at a later meet- 
ing. Miss Carter, prior to becoming a 
member of the board, served for years 
under Mr. Dutch on the high school 
faculty. Mr. Dutch is leaving Mont- 
clair at the end of the school year to 
become supervising principal at Glen 
Ridge. 

The principal's letter of resignation 
was brief. "I received Saturday of 
last week the official notification of 
my election to the superintendency of 
Glen Ridge," Mr. Dutch wrote. "It 
has seemed best in view of my pro- 
fessional and financial advancement to 
accept this position. I therefore here- 
with tender my resignation as princi- 
pal of the Montclair High School to 
lake effect at the close of the present 
school year, June 25." 

That Mr. Dutch had taken the mat- 
ter up with him about a month ago 
was disclosed by Mr. Pickell. "In 
presenting the resignation of the prin- 
cipal of the high school," the superin- 
tendent said. "I very much desire to 
say a word about him and his work. 

"I met Mr. Dutch the first time 
within a few days after my appoint- 
ment to the superintendency of the 
Montclair schools in the summer of 
1923. It was a source of great pleas- 
ure to me to find in him an experi- 
enced school executive, of high ideals 
and broad outlook, a cultured and re- 
ined gentleman of great inspirational 
force and high intelectual powers. 

Mr. Dutch has served this commu- 
nity faithfully and to the best of his 
ability fur two decade?, nearly a gen- 
eration. In that time he has touched 
and influenced the lives of hundreds 
and hundreds, yes, thousands, of the 
young men and young women of 
Montclair, many of whom are today 
numbered among our most successful 
citizens. In a spiritual sense, the 
work he has done will go on and on 
and one might picture it as a spark- 
ling fountain head that feeds the 
f'« — f life.

the horse be tied to his owner's grave 
to s'arve and so accompany him in 
death. The heirs of the deceased us- 
ually manage to get around this cus- 
tom, however, either bv substituting a 
worn-out hack for the good saddle- 
horse, or by tving the latter with a 
weak thong. When the horse escapes 
and trots back to his fellows, they 
say that it is "the will of Heaven" that 
he live. Buriat horses are remarkable 
for their endurance, often trotting 50 
and *i0 miles without a pause, and 
showing no fatigue at the journey's 
end. 

Buriats are so wedded to their vur- 
tas that many who have followed Rus- 
sian customs and built permanent 
huts, leave a smoke hole in the center 
cf the roof (as in a yurta) and build 
their fires in the center of the floor.

The outstanding feature of Quetta, 
still, however, is the cantonment 



where six or eight regiments of Brit- 
ish and Indian troops are quartered. 
This extensive post is to the north on 
relatively high ground while the civil 
town is to the south on a lower level. 
Mud, in the form of sun-dried brick, 
is still a most important building ma- 
terial in the town, though not to the 
extent that it was two decades ago. 
Then mud-brick domes formed many 
of the roofs, and were considered safe 
because of Quetta's scant rainfall 
(about 10 inches annually). But there 
came an unusually wet spring, and 
most of Quetta's buildings melted 
away. Since then many iron roofs — 
less picturesque, but better insurance 
against weather vagaries — have sur- 
mounted the mud walls of the town. 

The permeation of Quetta by Brit- 
ish, or perhaps more broadly, by 
Western influence, is a phenomenon 
that canont be escaped by anyone who 
has known the town over a series of 
years. The standard of living rises 
before his eyes. Tea, a little while 
ago a marked luxury, is becoming a 
common beverage. I.eather footwear 
has displaced sandals to a noteworthy 



! degree; all classes are wearing warm- 
er and more comfortable clothing; 
and native women are decking them- 

; selves out in more ornaments, after 

; the manner of their prosperous sisters

| The climate of Quetta has inter- 
j esting aspects. The place is in the 
: same latitude as Cairo; Jacksonville. 
' Fla.; and Shanghai; but because of its 
6000 feet of altitude and the physi- 
cal aspect of the surrounding country, 
its climate is very different. Each 
i day the mercury bobs up and down 
through a wide, range. The difference 
i between daily maximum and minimum 
j has been known to reach 80 degrees ; 
but such excessive changes are con- 
' fined to certain short seasons. The 
I hills and, even the valleys of Balu- 
! chistan are largely treeless, and when 
the sun is down heat radiates away 
rapidly. As a consequence the nights 
are alwavs cool— even when the sun 
, blisters one by day.

Edward A. Hammond, Commander 
of Gettysburg Post, 191, G. A. R., and 
for many years a resident of win- 
Chester, passed away last Saturday 
morning in the apartment of his win- 
ter home at the Cantabugla on Mass- 
achusetts avenue, Cambridge. He was 
81 years of age and came to Winches- 
ter in 1.S82 to make his home on Mt. 
Vernon street with his father-in-law, 
Hiram A. Kemp of the Cambridge 
firm of Sanborn & Co., dealers in 
monuments and stone. Following Mr. 
Kemp's death in 1908 Mr. Hammond 
passed eight months of each year at 
the Cantabrigia, Cambridge, [•••turn- 
ing to spend the remaining months in 
Winchester with Mr. Kemp's grand- 
children: Mr. Harry Ray. Mr. Frank- 
lin Kay. Miss Celia Stillings (daugh- 
ter of Celia Kemp StillinRs) and hi.- 
great grandchild, Margaret Kay (now 
Mrs. Delvivare King of Quincy) with 
whom he shared h;< horiie and who 
were as sons and daughters to him- 
ivlf and Mrs. llammon I. 

Mr. Hammond was born at Cam- 
bridge, Dec. 8, 1815. His early edu- 
cation was interrupted by the out- 
break of the Civil War and he was 
one of the first to enlist in 38th Mass- 
achusetts Regiment of Volunteer In- 
fantry. He served until the end of 
the war seeing service at Cedar 
Creek. Antietam and the siege of 
Port Hudson as well as participating 
in the famous march under Gen. 
Sherman from Atlanta to the sea. 

Following his discharge from the 
Army he selected the business of 
manufacturing stationer anil printer 
as his life work. His first establish- 
ment was burned out in the Boston 
tire and he later moved to 294 Devon- 
shire street, Boston, where he re- 
mained until his retirement from bus- 
iness in 1921. 

He was a member of the National 
Association of Stationers and of the 
Boston Stationers' Association of 
which he was at one time president. 
He was for many years commander of 
Gettysburg Post. 191. G. A R. an I j Cochrane 
treasurer of the Soldiers Homo at j j„ e t,>n School 
Chelsea, holding both offices at the; fcne Boston fi 
time of his death. He was a mem- 
ber of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company, having had at one 
time the rank of lieutenant, and in 
1899 he accompanied the organization 
on its trip to England and the conti- 
nent. At the time of Winchester's 
250th anniversary celebration in 1890 
Mr. Hammond took a prominent part 
in proceedings especially with refer- 
ence to the parade which featured the 
attendant festivities. He is survived 
only by a brother, Rev. Walter H. 
Hammond, retired Episcopal clergy- 
man, of New York. _ His wife who 
was Josephine E. Kemp died a little 
m"-» than a year ago. 

Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day afternoon at the late residence. 
:;0 Mt. Pleasant street, and wore con- 
ducted bv Rev. Clifton H. WalcoU. 
pnstor of the First Baptist Church, 
who was assisted by Rev. Walter H. 
Hammond, brother of the deceased.

With the all-steel cars of 
the new flyer painted red throughout, 
this fast train will be known as the 
"Red-Wing." 

The "Red-Wing," which will carry 
in each direction an observation and 
buffet car, will be one of the crack 
trains on the international runs be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
Its improved service and facilities will 
involve no extra fare. 

Leaving the North Station at 11:15 
p. m., daylight saving time (10:15 
p. m., Eastern standard time), the 
new train will make the run to Mon- 
treal in nine hours and 50 minutes, by 
comparison with the present schedule 
of 12 hours and 10 minutes. It will 
make only four stops, at Concord, 
Woodsville, St. Johnsbury and New- 
port, Vt. It will reach Montreal at 
0:05 a. m. daylight saving time (8:05 
a. m. Eastern standard time). The 
Quebec section of the train will be 
operated, from Newport, Vt.. via 
Sherbrooke. 

The trip from Montreal nnd Quebec 
to Boston will not be so fust as on the 
northern run. Leaving Montreal at 
9:4f> p. m. daylight saving time (8:45 
n. m. Eastern standard time), the 
"Red-Wing" will arrive in Boston at 
8:15 a. m. daylight saving time (7:15 
a. m. Eastern standard time). On the 
southbound trip stops will be made at 
Manchester, Nashua and Lowell in ad- 
dition to the stops which are made on 
th" northern run. 

The equipment will comprise obser- 
vation nnd buffet car. with compart- 
ments and drawing room; three sleep- 
ers, one coach smoker, on" baggaer- 
car to Montreal, and one sleeper an I 
one coach smoker to Quebec, over the 
Quebec Central Railroad. The same 
enuipment will be carried in the re- 
verse direction.

RADIO SETS ARE BEING TAXED 

Assessors Regard Them as Tangible 
Property 



Owners of radio receiving sets are 
discovering that boards of assessors 
in cities and towns are imposing a 
tax ou the sets as so much tangible 
personal property, and some con- 
sternation is resulting. 

In some localities the assessors are 
said to be valuing and taxing radio 
sets pro rata per lube, in other words 
so much for one tube and five times 
that amount for five tubes. In o'her 
localities the assessors ascertain ap- 
proximately what the set cost and 
assess it accordingly as a part of the 
sum total of the tangible personal 
property of the taxpayer. 

In some localities the assessors 
send out questionnaires to taxpayers 
seeking information regarding the 
personal property of taxpayers. In 
the questionnaire are inquiries con- 
cerning the personal property of the 
taxpayer and in many such instances 
the radio set is included in "other 
tangible personal property," which 
is assessed as a lump sum.

John J. Flanniean, aged 62 of 41 
Church street, Woburn, was struck 
and instantly killed by an outbound 
train last Saturday afternoon while 
walking on the tracks of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad at a spot about 
300 yards below Wedgemere Station. 
Whether the man did not see the 
train in time to escape being hit is 
not known. Engineer Fred Haliett 
of Wilmington stated that he 
sounded his whistle several times 
when making the curve at the ap- 
prcach to the station but apparently 
Fiannigan became bewildered and 
did not move in time. He was struck 
a glancing blow by the locomotive 
and hurled to the side of the tracks. 

Members of the train crew picked 
Fiannigan up anil he was taken in 
the train to Wedgenierc. Mean- 
while a call was sent to Winchester 
police headquarters for an ambulance 
and Sergt. Rogers with Officers Ho- 
gan and Donaghey hastened to the 
scene in the department's Reo. The 
man was found to he dead and Sergt. 
Cassidy, who hail followed his broth- 
er officers to the station, remained 
on guard until the arrival of Medical 
Examiner Vernon T. Stewart of Wo- 
burn who viewed the remains, and 
ordered removed to the Woburn un- 
dertaking rooms of Holland Broth- 
ers. 

The body was subsequently iden- 
tified as that of Mr. Fiannigan by 
his daughter, Mrs. Mary J. McGov- 
em with whom he had made his 
home in Woburn and by Chief of Po- 
lice, Charles R. MeCauley of that 
city. 

The deceased is survived by his 
wife, (Catherine; three daughters, 
Mrs. Mary J. McGovern, Katherine 
J. Fiannigan and Anna Fiannigan, 
all of Woburn: by one sister, Mrs. 
Anne Gilday of North Kaston and a 
brother, Edward Fiannigan, living 
in Ireland. 

Funeral services were held on 
Wednesday morning from the late 
residence, followed by a High Mass 
of Requiem in St. Charles Church. 
Woburn. Interment was in Calvary 
Cemetery, East Woburn.

HUE: WHERE BOTH LIVING AND 
DEAD EMPERORS ARB 
GLORIFIED 



Like Fairy Palace 

Inside the palace walls in a rich- 
ness and an elaborateness seldom en- 
countered outside fairy tales and the 
settings of extravagant stage pres- 
entations. There are picturesque 
gardens; paved courts, wlfere on oc- 
casion the 10,000 mandarins of An- 
nam strike their foreheads in unision 
on the ground before the emperor; 
dim corridors of countless columns 
with their huge perfume burners 
sending up continual clouds of in- 
cense; and exquisite rooms of intri- 
cately wrought cereamics and gold 
and silver. Opening into the em- 
peror's state rooms is the great Gol- 
den Door, through which, in addition 
to the sovereign, only the extraordin- 
ary Ambassadors may pass. 

Lavish festivals and displays take 
place within this fairy land of luxury. 
The most charming and characteris- 
tic, perhaps, are the children's bal- 
lets in which scores of dainty, cos- 
tumed youngsters go through elabo- 
rate steps and postures with bright 
fans in their hands and a lighted, 
colored lantern attached to each 
youthful shoulder. 

Tropical Surroundings 
Outside the palace enclosure Hue 
is less appealing. The metropolitan 
area of the city is in large part a col- 
lection of native villages clustered in 
the shadow of the great palace-cita- 
del walls. Across the river i< the 
French Residency with its Gallic- 
western atmosphere. For a long 
time Hue was little known, and as 
the seat of an important country, its 
size was exaggerated. Its population 
is only about 60,000. 

The town is in a tropical region in 
a latitude corresponding to the south- 
ern extremity of Mexico. It lies near 
the mid-point of the long double-curv- 



! ing coast of French Indo-China, a 
few miles from the sea on the Hue 
River. Built on a flat, the city itself 
has little beauty of form or setting; 
but it would be difficult to find in the 
Tropics more beautiful environs than 
it possesses. Only a few miles away 
rise the mountains front which the 
Hue River flows, and even closer are- 
lower wooded hills and valleys. Nu- 
merous villages are all but hidden in 
a mantle of green: palms, bamboos, 
and scores of tropical vines and 
shrubs. Carefully kept paddy fields 
alternate with wild regions of under- 
brush, and scattered about the coun- 
tryside are innumerable graceful 
pagodas. 

Kingly Tombs Masterpieces of land- 
scaping 

The most remarkable features of 
Hue are the famous tombs of the 
kings, which lie in the charming pine 
and banyan-covered valleys and hills 
a few miles from the city— true cit- 
ies of the dead, far more attractive 
in setting than that of the living. For 
each departed ruler of the past sev- 
eral centuries a large area has been 
developed as a resting place and me- 
morial for himself, his wives, chil- 
dren and servants. These developed 
areas are in two parts. One is a 
beautiful group of gardens, lakes, 
summer-houses anil a memorial hall. 
The latter is fitted with the furniture 
from the departed emperor's apart- 
ments. The second part is a vast en- 
closure near by, usually a series of 
terraces above the gardens, in sinne 
unmarked spot of which the body of 
the emperor lies. The reigning em- 
peror visits each of these garden- 
tombs of his ancestors annually and 
makes obeisance to their spirits. 



Hue, capital of Annam. where an 
emperor recently died and another 
was crowned, may be considered the 
heart, though not the metropolis, of 
French Indo-China, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

Annam is less completely under 
French control, officially, than any of 
the other states with which it is as- 
sociated in the territorial group 
known as French Indo-China. con- 
tinues the bulletin, but Annam and 
the twelve million people of Annam- 
cse blood really constitute the chief 
factor in this region of French in- 
fluence. In few places are the old 
forms of oriental magnificence main- 
tained as completely as in the im- 
perial establishment at Hue. Unti 
recently the palace was forbidden 
ground, and it is still far from easy 
to obtain access.

Just What is corn? asks a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

The youngest farm- lad will be sure 
he can answer tnat question fully, 
continues the buUgtin. But can he? 
Corn Means Wheat in England 

Tell an Englishman that a bumper 
corn crop is causing our farmers 
economic distress and he will not 
think of fields of great, tall stalks 
and big golden ears, but of waving 
wheat and huge elevators. You must 
spiak of maize if you would have 
him understand. 

Talk to a South African of either 
corn or maize and he will fail to get 
your meaning. He grows the same 
plant with its grain-studded cobs. | 
but it is mealies to him. So around ; 
the world you will find what we know 
as corn growing under half a dozen 
aliases, while in other English-speak- : 
ing countries corn means something 
entirely different. 

Corn is an English word of long 
standing. Of old it meant any small, 
hard, granule. Pepper-corn is one 
survival, while corned beef is, sur- | 
prisingly, another. Corned meat gets : 
its name from the fact that it was I 
first, prepared with coarse grains of j 
salt — salt-corns. Even acorn has i 
had a misspelling legitimatized be- j 
cause early Englishmen naturally 
mistook its derivation to be from 

oak-corn. 

Corn and Lawn Grasses are Cousins 

From its very general meaning ! 
corn, used alone, came in time to j 
mean the small grains cf the cereal 
plants such as barley, wheat, oats, 
etc., and finally, in England and some . 
of the colonies it usually meant 
wheat. Corn meant the cereals in | 
general at the time of the coloniza- 
lion of America, and since Indian 
corn, was the predominant grain crop 
in the New World it soon monopo- j 
lized the name. 

To those who have not dabbled in 
botany the classification of corn, of- 
ten reaching a height of 20 feet, as a 
grass, is a bit surprising. It is, how- 
ever, just as truly a grass as the tiny 
plants that carpet golf greens, the 
succulent foliage that covers pas- 
tures, the cereals, wheat, oats, rice, 
and the like, or its closer kinsmen, 
the sugar-canes and the sorghums, j 
Com is cflen called a giant grass. It 
is rather a conservative giant, though | 
beside its cousin, bamboo, the grass i 
that grows into the sky. Bamboo at- 
tains a height of 125 feet and more, j 
Some "Corn" Immigrants j 
The confusion in regard to corn is 
increased by the existence of still \ 
other corns.' Kaffir corn, also a grass 
and a cousin of Indian corn, is one of ; 
the grain sorghums. It carries its 
round seeds not on ears but in an up- 
right plume at the very top of its 
stalk where Indian Corn has its 
grainless tassel. It did not reach 
America until after 1880. 

Jerusalem corn is somewhat like j 
Kaffir corn and the other grain sor- 
ghums (milo maize, durra, etc.) but 
its seed-clusters hang downward, the 
ends of the stalk being bent over. |

oldest of the non-sugar-bearing sor- 
ghums to be cultivated in the United 
States.

TEHERAN: WHERE A NEW RUL- 
ER SITS ON THE PEA- 
COCK THRONE 

J Recent news dispatches from Per- 
sia announce the deposition of the Ka- 
iar dynasty, which has ruled the 
country fo#more than 150 years, and 
the ascension of a now Shah t;> the 
famous Peacock Throne in Teheran. 
Despite Persia's traditional con- 

' starvation in governmental affairs 
Teheran, its capital, is a city of kal- 
eidoscopic contrasts, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C. head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. Visitors may enter through 
any one of its 12 beautiful gates, 
whose blazed tiles glisten m the sun- 
light, and rind spread before them a 
ilingy collection of mud houses rub- 
bing* elbows with palatial residences 
inclosing flower-filled gardens. A 
lumbering camel, seemingly just 
stepped out of a priceless old Per- j 
sian rug. may draw aside t-i allow 
the passage of a high-powered motor 
car bearing a wealthy Persian en-! 
r.mte >o his villa on the outskirts of 
the city. 

Linked With Arabian Nights , 
T' h- ia' has- not always been the | 
capital of Persia. Rhages or Rei. its , 
, ikik ossor, the ruins of which are 
mar-by. was a bustling city of one 
and a half millions in the Middle j 
f Vges A.s the birthplace of Harun ] 
ial-Rashid, Caliph of Bagdad, the 
lifih and most renowned of the Ab- 
bas-sides, its name it forever I inkert 
1 with the Arabian Nights. This city, 
j also called Rhagae, was destroyed by 
Jtnghiz Khan and Timur. I 

Modern Teheran s position, <u 
miles s uth of the Caspian Sea. com- 
manding the highways of the exten- 
' sive upland plateau ami the entrance 
, to ihe Elburz. Passes, has made it the 
I center of a considerable caravan 
trade, though it does not rank high 
as mi industrial city Its Population 
is n.ughlv estimated at 300.000 in 
winter, but in summer this number 
diminishes one-third. For, although 
the district lies in the approximate 
latitude of Capo Hatteras, and nine 
months of the year bring it cool 
nights and sunshiny days, the three 
months of summer are uncomforta- 
bly hot and dry. 

The palace of the deposed Shah is 
located in the Ark, or former citadel, 
in ihe middle of the city. Here is the 
Salaam Court, containing the large 
Takht-i-Khaneh. or Throne Room, 
where the Shah received his people 
at his New Years reception, three 
months and more after the Western 
World ushered in a new year. This 
reception formerly was a brilliant af- 
fair- the royal band played all 
through the ceremony, the court poet 
was much in evidence with the Sshun s 
greetings for the new season, and the 
liuii himself was seated in a jeweled 
chair on a beaut ifnl marble throne, 
which, however, should not be eon 
rusetl witn the priceless PeacocK 
Throne kept in the Treasure Vault. 
Worlds Costliest Furniture 
The Office of the Commandant of 
the Imperial Guards, the Apartments 
of the Grand Vizier and the Imperial 
Archives are separated from the 
main palace by a shady rose garden, 
but one's interest naturally centers in 
the Treasure Vault wherein are kept 
the Persian Crown jewels. 

Nadir Shah, who was also known 
as Kuli Khan, was Shah of Persia 
from 1736 to 1747. Shortly after he 
was crowned he invaded India, laid 
waste to the country and sacked Del- 
hi. It was he who laid down his bare 
sword as a sign that the massacre 
might begin and refused to lift H 
again uniil thousands of the inhabi- 
tant- had been murdered. And he it 
.was who brought the Peacock Throne

This gorgeous chair of state is in- 
crusted with thousands of precious 
jewels; rubies, diamonds, emeralds 
and so many others that one is almost 
blinded by its coruseant splendor. 
Emblazoned on the back is the large 
peacock from which the throne takes 
its name, with its tail spread out ill 
a magnificence no living peacock ever 
attained. Taken as one piece of fur- 
niture, the Peacock Throne might 
easily be called the most expensive 
in the world, for it is valued at thir- 
ty millions of dollar!,! 

Where East Meets West 

Keeping it company is the sword 
of Timur, the Tatar, which doubtless 
accompanied him on his victorious 
march through Persia and Syria as 
far as the frontier of Egypt, in those 
bloodthirsty days when invasion and 
conquest were the lifelong ambitions 
of every great man. In tne Treasure 
Vault also is a huge terrestrial 
globe of gold, weighing 80 pounds set 
with 51,306 jewels, and near-by is 
the diamond known as the Dary-i- 
Nur or Sea of Light weighing 1H6 
carats, which Nadir Shah did not 
overlook at Delhi. 

Teheran might we!) be called the 
meeting place of East and West, for 
in the southern portion of the city, 
tucked away beHl.nd the pale pink and 
blue plaster waifs, may be found the 
majority of the natives with their 
bazaars and their owp circles of life 
hardly untouched since the early 
years. In the northern part the 
Western influence is seen, felt and 
heard in the shape of well-graded 
streets, electric lights, movies, Eu- 
ropean shops, hotels, restaurants and 
even a tramway. The airplane has 
made its way to Teheran, the Drill 
Square north of the central square 
sharing honors as an aviation field 
and— a football gridiron. 

Persia is fast adopting modern 
ways. The new ruler, who is referred 
to in a dispatch from Teheran as 
King Pahlavia Reza Khan, has re- 
leased all political prisoners and is- 
sued a decree reducing the price of 
bread.

Dr. Harold Gale, President of the 
Southern Middlesex Health Associa- 
tion, stated today that a remarkable 
progress is being made in the fight 
on tuberculosis in the Southern Mid- 
dlesex Health District. 

"There is a considerably lower 
death rate for tuberculosis than in 
previous years. The past five years 
have witnessed a steady and rapid 
decline in the Southern Middlesex 
death rate from this disease which a 
few years ago was hailed fearfully as 
"Captain of the Men of Death." 

In 1925 more money was raised 
from the sale of Christmas Seals than 
in 1924. thus showing the increasing 
confidence and understanding of the 
public in the needs of the Southern 
Middlesex Health Association. This 
year, even more than in previous 
years, the Association is in need of 
money to rebuild the summer camp 
in Sharon which was destroyed by 
fire last Fall.

Mr. Roger Wilde of this town, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. Eugene Wilde of 
Stratford road, is treasurer of the 
newly organized firm of E. L. Chand- 
ler Corporation which has acquired 
large lumber and manufacturing 
properties in this state and Rhode 
Island. In Orleans the company has 
taken over property comprising the 
largest transfer ever consumated at 
that place. This includes the Veneer 
mill, where veneer cut from native 
lumber is manufactured to order; 
the Bad factory, where piano backs 
and card tables have been made; the 
Dressing mill and Box shop, where 
lumber is dressed on custom order 
and for use in other parts of the 
plant. This is the same plant where 
piano and packing b >xes are made, 
an 1 its upper floor has recently been 
enlarged and equipped with new 
machinery fur the manufacture and 
finishing of radio tables, consoles, 
radio cabinets and an exceedingly 
line line of breakfast furniture. 

There is also a saw mill known as 
the Portable mill, anil about 30 
tenement houses. The deal includes 
as well, a mill in Irasburg and sev- 
eral tenements there; a saw mill in 
Westmcre and all timber land owned 
by the Parker-Young Company in 
Irasburg, Westmore, Albany, Lowell, 
Eden and Newport, together with 
large stocks of lumber in the yards 
at Orleans and Irasburg. 

There are nearly 100.000 square 
feet of floor space in the Orleans 
mills alone, and the deal involves 
about a half million dollars, the en- 
tire title and interest of the Parker- 
Young Company of Boston being ac- 
quired.

Recently a straw vote taken in Den- 
ver and other parts of Colorado 
showed a large majority against pro- 
hibition and in favor of modification 
of the liquor laws. As a result, the 
wets throughout the country are jubi- 
lant over what they believe to be pre- 
dominating wet sentiment in the hith- 
erto dry West. 

However, I for one am skeptical 
as to whether this poll really shows 
the true sentiment of the people of 
Colorado as a whole. 

In 1922 the Literary Digest took a 
nation-wide straw vote on prohibition 
and its modification by mailing 2,000,- 
000 post card ballots throughout the 
country. In this poll, the figures from 
Ohio were 25,511 to 20,285 in favor of 
repealing or modifying the liquor 
laws. Yet only two months later in 
a state-wide referendum, that State 
voted against modification to legalize 
beer and wine by a majority of 
189.472. 

The figures from California were 
28.897 to 15,565 against prohibition. 
Yet only two months later that state 
voted for prohibition by a majority of 
34,000. The figures from Michigan 
were 14,374 to 11,207 against prohibi- 
tion. Yet that State voted against 
legalizing beer and wine by the over- 
whelming majority of 207.320. 

Let the wets digest these facts and 
draw their own conclusions in regard 
to straw votes taken at any time—

Why the National W. C. T. U. is not 
taking part in any prohibition poll: 

The 18th Amendment is in the Con- 
stitution. It can be repealed only by 
another amendment submitted by a 
two-third's vote of both branches of 
Congress and ratified by three-fourths 
of the States. The Volstead Act has 
been upheld by the Supreme Court and 
will stand until repealed by Congress. 
No referendum conducted by a news- 
filler, a group of individuals or an 
oreanitation can change either the 
1*'h Amendment or the Volstead Act. 
N 'i'her does the vote of such a refer- 
endum represent the opinions of the 
community or even the readers of the 
newspapers. Those who protest against 
a cause sien such a referendum much 
more readily than those who want no 
change. ... 

There is no way of checking up the 
aire, citizenship or nationality, or even 
the number of individuals voting, for 
there may be many repeaters. 

Only an election on a clear-cut is- 
sue bv voters duly qualified is a fair 
criterion. In a sense, the election of 
every Congressman is a referendum, 
for prohibition has been a live issue 
for six years and more. This Con- 
gress is drier than the last and that 
was drier than the cn» before. There 
is no need for any other referendum.

Smith, Mrs. Woodside 1st Vice-Pres- 
ident presided at the meeting of 
March 9, 1925 and Mrs. Keepers at 
the meeting of Dec. 28. 1925. I have 
presided at all Board meetings ex- 
cept that of June 1 1, 1924, when I 
was in Los Angeles. 

I have attended one Bi-ennial, all 
the State Federation conventions, all 
the Presidents' conferences, all the 
Presidents' conferences oP the dis- 
trict, and as many Presidents' Days 
as possible, when those events did 
not conflict with our own affairs. 

While Mrs. Helen Kelley was 
Treasurer, she began collecting the 
records of the club. These records 
were in the hands of members. She 
hired space in the Winchester Trust 
Company and placed the records 
there together, but the file was in- 
complete. I have completed Mrs. 
Kelley's work. The Trust Company 
now has all the club records, with 
the exception of one book, the per- 
sonal property of a former president 
that she will give the club, but all 
existing records are now there 
file, together with old year books and 
other data of value to the club. 

The year just closing has seen a 
change in the quarters of the club. 
During last summer the Room 
Chairman. Mrs. Woodside. moved us 
from our old carters in the Lyceum 
Building to the splendid new quar- 
ters we now occupy in Mr. Randall's 
building. I hope there is not a club 
member who has not visited that 
bright, cheerful, quiet room with it> 
attractive furnishings and pleasant 
surroundings. I want here public- 
ly to pay a tribute to Mrs. Woodside 
fur the enormous amount of personal 
work she has put into the prepara- 
tion and equipping of that room. I 
do not know of any other club mem- 
ber who would have done so much for 
her club in finding and furnishing 
this room as Mrs. Woodside has done. 

We call it the Fortnightly Hall. 
It seems to me it should be called 
the Woodside Hall of the Fortnight- 
ly in recognition of her services to 
the club in bringing it to its present 
state of usefulness. This hall can be 
rented, and it is my belief that the 
r"ntals from it will support it, with 
whatever help the various commit- 
tees choose to give to it. 

The Fortnightly News has grown 
this .year. 1 had no intention of 
doubling the size of the paper at the 
beginning of the club year. But the 
members sent in material so that we 
have hud more material than we had 
*fbonl ffir every month. 

Our business manager. Mrs. Dig- 
ging has been very energetic in se- 
curing advertising matter and has 
performed splendid service to her 
club in this particular. The paper 
has been mailed to you free of charge. 

The continued illness of our editor 
Mrs. Barber accounts for the inequal- 
ities of the first three numbers. 1 
am not apologizing for those num- 
bers, but stating that we got them 
out the best we could with difficul- 
ties to overcome. The last three num- 
bers I am very proud of, not only for 
the subject matter in them, but be- 
cause they will go to Atlantic City 
next month to represent us in the 
Pfess exhibit of Massachusetts, and 
they will pass cicdi ably from a pro- 
fessional point of view. 

The Fortnightly Quartette, formed 
two years ago has, during this time, 
given us much pleasure by their 
sweet singing. We are to hear them 
this afternoon. Nor must we forget 
the many nines Mrs. Alexunder at 
the piano, has helped with our open- 
ing exercises. 

Do you know that our club, the 
Fortnightly, is leading all the clubs 
in the State in two of our depart- 
ments ? 

There are over 850 women's clubs 
in the State Federation and it. means 
something when 1 tell you that we 
are at the head of all the clubs, in 
the number of subscriptions we sent 
into Federation Topics. We sent in 
211 subscriptions, thus heading the 
list, and our nearest competitor, if I 
remember correctly, sent in 137. This 
lead is due 4o the work of the Ped- 
ration Secretary, Mrs. Helen 1. Fes- 
senden. 

The second department of the club 
that is leading the S ate, is the Sol- 
dier and Sailor Welfare Committee. 

At our last meeting you heard the 
detailed report of that committee 
read. You know we used to have 
every chairman read her own report 
at the annual meeting but that took 
so much tme, and so much of your 
patience that it was discontinued and 
• now the secretary receives all the re- 
ports ami incorporates them in one 
report that you have heard read this 
afternoon. A; the present time the 
Soldier and Sailor Welfare work of 
the Fortnightly leads the entire 
State. Their report that you heard 
read at the last meeting, was first 
read at the Board meeting in March, 
and was such a splendid one. I 
wanted you to hear it in detail which 
would not be possible to do today as 
1 have just explained to you a mo- 
ment ago. This report has since our 
last meeting been sent to the State 
Chairman, and last Wednesday at 
the President's Conference at Park 
Street Church, a club president said 
to me, "Well, I guess you're pretty 
proud of your club, Mrs. Emerson." 
"Ot course I am, it is the best club in 
the whole Federation?" 1 replied. 
"But why do you speak so about the 
Fortnightly of Winchester at this 
time'.'" I asked. "Your Soldier and 
Sailor Welfare work" she replied. I 
asked her what she kn ;w about our 
work and she said she had been giv- 
en the task of compiling all the wel- 
fare work done by ull the clubs in the 
State and that our record had come 
to her and she was amazed at the re- 
port we sent to her. She said no oth- 
er club in the -State had such a won- 
derful record as ours and she felt 



she was justified in feeling very 
proud of that committee's work. 

You may be interested to Know 
that at the coming Bi-ennial it 
is probable that a change in the 
name of this committee will be 
discussc-d and if some new name is 
adopted, we shall very Hkely want 
to change our name to nave our com- 
mittee's name conform to the one 
adopted by the General Federation. 

You may not be aware of the fact 
that the Soldier and Sailer work of 
the Fortnightly was well organized 
and functioning long before it be- 
came a regular crmmi'tee of the 
State Federation. We started out as 
a special committee but » . have 1< ng 
since outgrown that status and that 
committee is now one of the regular 
departments of the State Federation 
and under its name. Eventually you 
will make this a regular standing 
committee of the Fortnightly Friend- 
peration wi'h ex-service men.

One of those plans was her great 
desire to wipe out the debt of long 
standing to the Winchester Hospital. 
I am happy to say with the sympa- 
thetic helji of the Finance Commit- 
tee I have been able to carry out 
Mrs. Mason's wish, dive dear little 
Mrs. Mason the credit for that. It 
was her plan, n< t mine. 

Let us look at the club finances for 
a moment. You have heard the re- 
port of the treasurer Mrs. Scales, and 
I call attention to the balance. I 
have said in former years that the , 
balance as read at the annual meet- ■ 
ing was mis-leading, and so it was. 
and through no fault of anybody. It 
was mis-leading, because try though 
they would, some bills owed by the ! 
club would not be presented till af- ' 
ter the annual meeting and some peo- 
ple are careless about depositing 
cheeks promptly, therefore they are 
delayed in returning through the 
clearing house. Obviously neither 
treasurer, finance committee, nor any- 
body else connected with the club is 
in any way to blame but these very 
things tend to make it seem to the 
person listening, that we had a larg- 
er balance than we really did. 

This year the officers were deter- 
mined that all outstanding obliga- 
tions of the club should be s"ttled 
long before the annual meeting, so 
that the balance as read, should be 
the true one. This has been done so 
that the balance that you have heard 
Is a real balance. 

But in contemplating this, do not 
overlook the fact that it has been, 
and still is, our custom to begin our 
fiscal year with the annual meeting. 
1 call this to your attention so that 
those of you who are not familiar 
with club custom, will understand 
•hat the next two meetings of the 
dub ure paid for after they are con- 
tracted for. ami not before, so some 
of this money will be used for the 
next two meetings as well as to pay 
for the expenses of this meeting to- 
day. This is nothing new. but I call 
attention to it in the hope that it will 
help our members to understand 
what might otherwise be somewhat 
puzzling. 

Some of you feel that the Philan- . 
throphy Fund is loo large. For those 
who do not know how the PhiJan- ; 
throphy Fund came into existence, I I 
will review it briefly. 

Years ago the club had an annual 
bazaar to raise money for the chari- 
ties of the club, 'fhe women worked 
tirelessly and you all know without 
further, remark from me, what hard 
work bazaars are, for you have them 
even in these days to raise money 
for local things. The burden of the 
bazaar became so great that it was 
agreed to give them up and to take 
one dollar from each member's dues 
and put it into a Philanthrophy 
Fund. Now just what does our Phil- 
anthrophy Fund do for us? 

It provides money for the Scholar- 
ship Fund. It takes care of the $100 
ha: we given annually to the Visit- 
ug Nurse Association to carry on 
lie charitable work of the Winehes- 
'er Hospital. It provides $50 that we 
give unnually to the Winchester 
IK me for Aged People. It supplies 
the $100 that is divided among the 
Civics, Conservation and Education 
committees. And besides the above, 
it supplies the money for the numer- 
ous calls for help many worthy char- 
ities make and. to which we like to 
give. In my opinion, it is one of the 
best things the Fortnghtly has and 
1 hope will be continued us long as 
the Fortnightly exists. 

In point of fact, the fund is not too 
large, for many bf our sister clubs 
the same size as ours and with ap- 
proximately the same sum for their 
annual dues, have this year given 
thousunds to charities, where our club I 
has given hundreds, and further- ( 
more these clubs to which I am now J 
referring, have had to earn their ' 
money for they do not have a Phil- j 
anthrophy Fund to draw from and 
bear this in mind, if we had no such | 
fund, we too, would be faced with the 
necessity of earning the money to 
take care of these very sums our 
standing rules pledge us to give. 

Our by-laws need revision-. They 
have remained unchanged since 1920. 
and in some respects we have out- 
grown them. For instance, at pres- 
ent the door receipts go into the 
Philanthrophy Fund unless otherwise 
voted. The door receipts, should go 
into the- General Fund which needs 
the door receipts, instead of into the 
Philanthrophy rund which is large 
enough. 

The annual dues should be raised, 
and 1 hope my successor will do it as 
well as change the by-laws. I feel 
that the only reason the due* should 
be raised is that our program needs

Cloud Turrets 

A scientific explanation of the con- 
nection between the Imposing masses 
of cumulus clouds, plied up in aspir- 
ing white turrets, which are popularly 
called "thunder heads," and the ap- 
proach of a thunderstorm Is offered 
la a recent report on cloud studies 
made by one of the government .'den- 
tists. 

It appears that the form of cloud 
called turreted cumulus la most com- 
mon when there Is a rapid vertical 
decrease of temperature In the jpper 
air, combined with heating at the 
ground, which favors the ascent of 
columns of ulr to great heights, and 
that Is. at the same time, a condition 
favorable to thunderstorms.

Franklin VicK With Camden 
The name Franklin is a tribute 1st 
the great American of Revolutionary 
fame. Camden, too, is a ttibute to a 
Revolutionary hero, but Camden hon- 
ors an Englishman. Charles Pratt, a 
London lawyer, made such a name for 
himself before the bar that he was 
raised to Karl of Camden. This earl's 
subsequent opposition to the tea and 
stamp taxes made him many friends 
in America so the colonists in tribute 
to their champion named for him 
towns in South Carolina, Georgia, 
Maine. New Jersey. North Carolina 
and New York, and also lour coun- 
ties. The other Camdens have been 
established by sons from the Revolu- 
tionary Camdens. 

That, however, is not the whole 
story of Camden. Like so many other 
English names imported ami scattered 
broadcast over the United States. 
Camden is a thumb-nail picture of a 
particular little spot in England 
Charles Pratt took his earldom from 
a manor park in the county of Keat, 
which is south of London. 

To our Anglo-Saxon ancestors 40 
generations back, "Camden" would 
convey a description just as vivid as 
the names Thousand Islands and 
Croat Salt Lake do to us. 

Origin of Name, "Camden" 
"Cam," our barbarian forefather 
would say. means crooked. "Den" is 
a wooded vale where swin feed. 

That gives us the materials for a 
picture of the birthplace of our 21 
Camdens; a zigzagging ravine in the 
Kent hills— the slopes are forested 
with oaks whose acorns are welcome 
food for the swine. Swine were the 
only stock raised by our Anglo-Sax- 
on forefathers. 

With the aid of a few "tool" sylla- 
bles like "cam" and "den" one can dig 
into the origins of the innumerable 
town names America has imported 
from England. The syllable "ing" is 
to English names what the "Mac" is 
to a Scotch name and "0" to an Irish 
name. It is the mark of a clan. Thus 
the Hastings were the noble class of 
Ihe Goth tribes in England. By a 
little digging therefore, one finds im- 
bedded in the name for I lasting!*. 
Neb., the proud title of a valiant tribe 
that ruled and prospered in Kent. Eng. 
Billings and Delaware 
Billings, Mont., has an intimate link 
with the State of Delaware and Dela- 
ware Bay which is not apparent. The 
Rillings were the aristocratic tribe of 
the Varini who lived in Lancashire. 
Now the name Varini became in time 
"Warrings." giving the title to War- 
rington, Eng. When n eo«<v>ering 
Norman French lord came into con- 
trol of Warring tribe after the inva- 
sion he became Lord de la Warr. A 
later holder of that title who was 
made governor of Virginia explored a 
great bay and the shores of the bay 
which now bears the name of the 
Lord's house. Delaware. 

Other handy syllables for excavat-

in England. 

Some Names Misapplied 
There are innumerable humorous 
examples in which these thumb-nail 
geographical sketches telling about an 
English town have been carried over 
to the United States with no thought 
of whether they apply or not. Wind- 
sor, Eng. is on the shore of the 
Thames where the Anglo-Saxons put 
it, but manv of the 1ft Windsors in 
the United States boast no more than 
a creek. The "ea" marks Chelsea, 
England, as once an island in the 
Thames mouth, which it is not now. 
Neither are its 11 brother-by-name 
Chelseas in the United States lands 
Pupils in school today think they 
have a hard time spelling many of our 
town and State names. They really 
have much to bo thankful for. The 
original names were often jawbreak- 
ers. There are four Worcesters in the 
United States whose silent "r" is of- 
ten a stumbling block to the best spell- 
ers. How much more of a stumbling 
block is the name of the Worces- 
ter's progenitor, "Hwic-wara-ceaster,

of the country of the Huiccii." Boston 
was once known as "the town of St. 
Botolph," nnd a shock-headed Dane of 
North England, returned to earth af- 
ter a thousand-year's sleep, would call 
the largest city in America, New Eu- 
rewic."

Medical Missionary 

An enthusiastic audience of about 
800 greeted Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell 
on last Friday evening when he ap- 
peared as lecturer in the Town Hall 
under the auspices of Winchester 
Council, Boy Scouts of America. The 
local scouts turned out 120 strong, 
marching in uniform from their h a 1- 
quarteis in the s juare to the ha!! 
wh'-re they occupied a section espe- 
cially reserved for them near the 
staj;e. A delegation of Winchester 
Girl Seouts also attended the le t ire 
in uniform. 

Dr. (Jrenfell won his bearer* from 
the start, his personality being rich 
as to make at once the contact be- 
tween himself and his audien-e which 
another spiakir less versed in his 
subject might have been some little 
time in establishing. If the e were 
any especial things in connection with 
Mr. Grenfell which impressed ( ne :n re 
than any others they were h s own 
evident interest in what h;- was talk- 
ing about and his absolute sincerity. 

Hi. in 01 year-i ago in England Dr. 
Grenfell has traveled widely and has 
by the wide divergence of. his interests 
in humanitarian projects come in con- 
tact with many of the world's leading 
personalities. He is a graduate of 
Oxford, and among others noils de- 
grees from Harvard. University of To- 
ronto, Williams and the Royal College 
oi' Surgeons. 

The subject matter of his lecture 
last Friday treated of his work among 
the fishermen of the North Labrador 
and Newfoundland coasts, giving in 
detail the rigors and hardships which 
a medical missionary like himself 
must undergo in attempting to better 
the living conditions of this hard 
working and needy people. 

In speaking of his work he appealed 
particularly to his youthful scout 
Hearers when he likened the reward 
for his labors to that accruing to every 
scout upon the accomplishment of a 
good deed; — the personal satisfaction 
of having helped another. 

Referring to the fishermen among 
whom ho labors Dr. Grenfell told oi 
their unsanitaiy home life and of the 
efforts of his association to better 
these conditions. For only a few 
months of the year are the men able 
to cam a livelihood on the fishing 
grounds of the Grand Banks and the 
problem of giving them something to 
do in the off season is one of the 
most pressing of those to be met. 

He spoke of the necessity of proper 
medical facilities and especially hos- 
pitalization for the people and de- 
scribed the conditions under which he 
has been obliged to work for the past 
25 years at the big hospital at St, 
Anthony's which has been his head- 
quarters. The gi owing need for more 
and better schools and workshops was 
stressed together with the apprecia- 
tion 'vhich those who have benefited 
y feel for the help received. In 
•ases the children educated in 
soeiations' schools, who have 
tit, return during the summer 
months to help those less fortunate 
than themselves. Many graduates of 
the schools go to higher institutions

Qualities of Magnet 

Explained by Science 

The const und geodetic survey says 
that every magnet possesses two kinds 
of magnetism, that in one end lielng 
different from what is in the other. 
If the magnet Is hung up on a thread 
so that It Is free lo turn and a second 
magnet is brought up to it. It may be 
noticed that the near end of the sec- 
ond magnet draws one end of the sus- 
pended magnet und repels the other. 
The repulsion is exerted between like 
kinds of magnetism and the attraction 
between unlike kinds. The earth has 
at 1 1 the characteristics of a permanent 
magnet, and for lids reason a sus- 
pended magnet, when allowed to come 
to rest, will take up a definite posi- 
tion, which is determined hy Hie di- 
rection of the earth's magnetism at 
the place. The end of the magnet 
which points in a northerly direction 
In this vicinity is frequently called 
the north pole of Ihe magnet, but the 
form north-seeking pole Is belter, as It 
distinguishes the magnetism of the 
north end of the magnet from that 
of the magnetic North pole of the 
earth which is opposite in kind, as at- 
traction is only exerted between poles 
of opposite character.

Wattle and dab is a term of archi- 
tecture iipplled no a wall made with 
upright stakes With withes twisted be- 
tween them and then plastered over.

These 
were secured together with withes and 
covered over with mud, the upper por- 
tion of the maize stems being left un- 
cut nt the top to Increase the height 
of the enclosure. In the Middle ages 
In Kngland wattle and dab was used 
as a framework for clay chimneys.

The new method of taking sound-

outfit employs no lead or line and con« 
■Ists chiefly of an electric transmitting 
unit vrhlcli sends sound vibrations 
through the water. As they rebound 
from the ocean's floor they are regis- 
tered on a receiver in the ship. The 
depth of the water Is determined by 
noting the lapse of time between the 
sending and receiving of the signals. 
The apparatus Is set Into operation 
•Imply by pressing a button. The re- 
mits are registered visually, so that 
the navigating officer can determine 
tbe depth as easily aa be can tell time 
by locking at a clock.

St. sets have been 
wid-ned and straightened, sewvrs have 
been laid and othe r sanitary measures 
put into effect.

The Trip to Castine and Isleboro 

About 1.10 our boat was seen com- 
ing down the bay after us.

We all had din- 
ner and wo all had a dandy trip.

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The past week-end proved one of the 
busiest which the Winchester firemen 
hail experienced in quite some time. 
Thirteen runs were made by the de- . 
partment between noon time on Fri- 
day and 10 o'clock Sunday night. With 
but one exception the tires were either 
of the grass or brush variety and for- 
tunately no one of them was the cause 
of much damage. 

Friday afternoon's first call came in ( 
over the telephone at 12.12 o'clock for 
a grass fire caused by burning rubbish I 
iti the rear of the residence of Mr. 
James Muguire at 21 Lincoln street. | 
The afternoon's second run wus at 
3:02 for a grass tire in the roar of 
Mr. Harry L. Pilkington's home at 5 
Wilson street while the third at 4:07 
o'clock was for a similar blaze on some 
vacant land off Forest street. 

Saturday's activities began at 0 a. 
m. when a Lincoln touring car, the 
propel ty of Mrs. K. S. Oliver, caught 
lire a: her home. 8 Park avenue, the 
same machine having had similar 
trouble the previous morning requir- 
ing the department's attention. 

At 9:55 Saturday morning an alarm 
from Box 28 was sounded for a grass 
tire at Bacon's Felt Mill off Grove 
place and as the above is a private 
box the entire department responded. 
Fifteen minutes later while the appa- 
ratus was at Bacon's a telephone call 
was received for burning grass at the 
roar of the residence of Mr. Merry- 
Man S. Price on Washington street. 
In the absence of the local firemen the 
police relayed the call to Woburn sum- 
moning Engine 4 of that city. Ladder 
1 of the local department also an- 
swered the call upon its return from 
the previous run. 

At 10:27 Combination A answered 
telephone call for a grass fire on 
Woodside road near the residence of 
Mr Howard I. Cosgrove. This proved 
a stubborn blaze which spread over a 
considerable area and at one time 
seriously threatened a garage. It was 
necessary to lay 100 feet <>f hose m 
addition to the 125 feet of chemical 
hose used.

Projects to connect the Caspian with 
the Black Sea, or its adjunct, the Sea 
of Azov, have been presented almost; 
as often as those for tunnels or ' 
bridges in the English Channel. Peter 
the Great had a plan to cut a canal 
between the Volga and the Don Riv- i 
ers, where only a slight rise in the 
land prevents the Volga from turning 
west, instead of southeast, as now. In 
1900 Russian engineers discussed a 
more direct canal, from Astrakhan, 
the great city at the mouth of the 
Volga and Taganrog, on the Sea of 
Azov. But so far these projects have 
gone no farther than the round-table.

Mention the Caspian, and Baku and 
its famous oil field is generally the 
next thought. The discovery of an an- 
cient submerged city near the great 
petroleum center recently, however, 
directs attention to the long-standing 
enigma concerning the origin and his- 
tory of this largest of all inland seas. 

In the earliest periods of recorded 
time the Caspian Sea was thought tu 
be part of the great "stream of 
ocean" surrounding the habitable 
earth, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C. headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Herodo- 
tus, the Greek Baedeker, mentions a 
visit to it in B. C. 458, when it was 
an even greater mystery than today, 
for then no one knew its extent. 
Part of an Ancient Sea 

Some authorities claim that the 
Caspian had its origin in a great in- 
land sea, an Asiatic Mediterranean, 
with an outlet to the Arctic Ocean. 
In support of the Arctic outlet it is 
pointed out that seals are still hunted 
in the Caspian and there are other 
forms of life which show evidence of 
Arctic ancestry. It is argued that 
the Caspian owes its present size to 
climatic changes and evaporation. 

That the sea has reached other lev 
el* is evident by the number of ter- 
races that can be soon back from the 
coast. However, to complicate mat- 
ters, the weak development of the 
terraces indicates that the sea did not 
stand at any one level for a long 
time. Walls and cities, such as those 
just discovered, have been found in 
many sections underneath the surface, 
an indication that the Jevel of the 
water was even lower at one period 
than it is now. 

Shifting shore linos are not the 
only cccentridilius of the Caspian. 
Although 85 feet below the level of 
its neighbor, the Black Sea, and with 
no known or possible outlet, the Cas- 
pian is less than half as salty. It is 
only thne-eighths as salty as the 
ocean. Furthermore, the northern 
part, which receives large quantities 
of fresh water from the Volga, Ural, 
and Terek Rivers, is so slightly salty 
the water is quite drinkable. 

The Black Sea, with approximately 
an eoual surface and almost the same 
climatic conditions, not only retains a 
constant level but is continually dis- 
charging at the Dardanelles. Yet the 
volume of water poured into the 
Black Sea is not nearly so great as 
that which the Caspian receives. The 
Volga, alone, drains almo.it half a 
million square miles. 

Fresh and Salt Water Fishes 

No other inland body of water is 
so richly stocked with fish, nor has 
as wide a range of species. The Cas- 
pian presents an intermingling of salt 
and fresh water forms. Before the 
World War the annua! catch, includ- 
ing the seals of Krasnovodsk Bay, was 
valued at more than five million dol- 
lars. 

With an area equal to that of the 
State of California, or more than all 
the Great Lakes combined, the Cas- 
pian Sea today occupies the deepest 
part of a great depression situated to 
the west nnd south of the Ural Moun- 
tains. The northern or fresh water 
half is shallow, nowhere reaching a 
depth of more than 118 feet. The 
southern half, however, is cut by two 
deep depressions ami sounding* have 
reached 3000 feet. Both the north 
and the east coasts are flat and hard 
to approach. The Caucasus Moun- 
tains on the west and the Elburz on 
the southern, or Persian shore are 
close to the sea and leave only a nar- 
row coastal strip. On this strin are 
most of the important cities of the 
region. , _ . 

Taken as a whole the Caspian is not 
an attractive body of water. Its 
shores are as barren as the granite 
boulders of its bordering mountains. 
As there is no fresh water above or 
below the surface of the ground near 
the southern coasts, the inhabitants 
must bring drinking water from long 
distances or condense sea water. One 
of the distinguishing features of 
towns along this part of the Casoian 
Sea is the floating condenser plant, 
usually some worn-out teamer or sail- 
ing vessel. Sometimes the water is 
niped ashore, sometimes it is carried 
in tank barges and then neddled 
around the streets, as is milk in other 
cities.

The influ- 
ences that are at work in' the homes 
seem to be more dangerous than those 
which you And in a normal whole- 
some school or college. Dr. Stearns 
spoke of the crime wave which now 
seems on the increase and stated 
that the age of the criminal is steadi- 
ly decreasing so that the criminals 
of today are 18 and 20 years of age. 
He feels that the boys and girls have 
not the old standards of idealism and 
religion; on the other hand, he firm- 
ly believes in the youth of today as 
being wholesome and well-intentioned 
but he does not think that the parents 
are doing all they should for their 
children. 

I>r. Chidfey then spoke briefly 
commending everything Dr. Stearns 
had said. He touched upon the work 
at the Florence Crittenton Home in 
Boston and mentioned how much they 
have helped these girls, mainly 
through religion. As to the boy and 
girl problem, he corroborated what 
Dr. Stearns had previously said and 
thought that parents a great many 
times stand in the way of their chil- 
dren's welfare.

The members of St. Mary's Alum- 
nae held a whist party last evening, 
in the parochial school, hall.

accepted, and that the sum of $22,000 ' 
be appropriated for the expense of 
the construction thereof including 1 
land damages. 

Mr. Whitney spoke in favor of the 
motion saying that his board felt it i 
necessary to widen Thompson str. .-: 
in view of the proposed erection of 
the new postoftlce at the corner of 
Waterfield road. His board further 
f<-!t the.t the alteration would prove a 
distinct betterment to the community 
as a whole by providing the easy ac- 
cess which will be requisite in the 
near future as a result of the govern- 
ment development. 

The Finance Committee was repre- 
sented by Mr. Worthen. its newly 
elected chairman. He stated that his 
committee favored the new project 
and felt that the appropriation asked 
for was not excessive. Many in the 
hall thought that Mr. Worthrn stated 
an appropriation of $40,000. should 
such a figure be necessary to complete 
the proposed betterment, would adtl 
but 20 cents to the town's tax rate. 
This of course must have been a slip 
of the tongue and Mr. Worthen proba- 
bly meant to say that a $40,000 ap- 
propriation would raise the rate $2. 
The $20,000 asked in the motion fig- 
ured a raise of about $1.10.

NEW VICTORY FOR SANITATION 

Should a fire sweep through a chil- 
d'-on's holnital in Santiago. Chile, 
and snuff nut the lives of 789 little 
children millions would feel keenest 
svmoathy and presidents and kings 
would send messages of condolence. 

Less spectacular, but far more 
cheering, is the actual' news that 789 
lives of children under one year old" 
have been saved in a six months' 
period in that one city. 

And the United States had an im- 
portant part in this magic boon of 
modern medicine. 

The circumstances emerge into the 
news because of the announcement 
of the new sanitary code regulations 
and the decision of the U. S. Public 
Health Service to permit Dr. J. D. 
Lt ng. of its staff, to remain in San- 
tiago as technical adviser to the Chi- 
lian Ministry of Hygiene. 

Repaying Medicinal Favors 

It seems only a bit of poetic justice 
that the United States should minis- 
ter to the land whose deserts make 
the world's gardens grow, bind the 
seres and wounds of mankind, and al- 
leviate the pain of intense suffering 
in hospitals from New York to Singa- 
pore—for those are the effects of the 
nitrates, the iodine and the cocaine 
that Chile exports, says a bulletin of 
the National Geographic Society. 

Medicine has wrought powerful 
changes in the geography of the 
world, the bulletin continues. Qui- 
nine, for example, has been man's 
chief ally in conquering the Tropics. 
And recent applicaticns of medical 
science have been estimated to have 
saved more lives among the Allied 
nations since the World War than 
were lost in that titanic struggle. 

Now Chile, by the creation of its 



National Health Service, with the 
assistance of the expert from our 
country, has embarked upon a pro- 
gram which she believes, at a con- 
servative estimate, will save her 
nearly 30.000 lives a year. 
Better Health Means Cheaper Prices 
Such a program, through the length 
of her 2700 miles, from the nitrate 
beds of Tarapaca to the forests of 
Tierra del Fuego. and her rich inter- 
mediate belts of copper, iron, fruits 
and the only sizable coal deposits in 
South America, will have an impor- 
tant bearing upon her future geogra- 
phy and upon the world supply of the 
raw materials and resources she pos- 
sesses. 

An official resume of the work per- 
formed by the National Health Sen- 
ice since its inception last year, just 
received at the headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society, tells 
how a fly elimination campaign, thor- 
ough refuse removal, and certain oth- 
er sanitary provisions resulted in cut- 
ting down the infant mortality rate 
during the last six months of 1925 
by 45.4 per cent over the deaths of 
192:1; ami showed a falling of 31.4 
per cent in the number of deaths in

WINCHESTER VISITING NURSE 
ASSOCIATION 



At the annual meeting of the Visit- 
ing Nurse Asociation, the secretary's 
report covered the several phases of 
the work. The oldeat branch of use- 
fulness to the town, the district work, 
has been carried on by Mrs. Gormley 
in a manner, not only entirely satis- 
factory to the Directors, but also to 
all those to whom she goes on her 
visits of healing. The 4191 calls made 
by Mrs. Gormley and the nurses work- 
ing under her, covered, for the most 
part, cases of grippe, colds, confine- 
ments, dressings and 'chronic cases. 
The daily round of help and comfort - 
bringing visits, continually proves it- 
self worth while. 

The problems of the home, prenatal 
assistance, keeping the children well, 
and tubercular work came under Miss 
Moffette's care in her divided position, 
as the Public Health Nurse of the 
Association and of the Board of 
Health. The most recent departure, 
recommended by the State, in this 
direction is supplementing the Babies' 
Conference with a Pre-School Chil- 
dren's Conference. 

The hospital attracts people's inter- 
est by its three buildings on the hill. 
One person is a patient there, another 
visit* convalescent friends, all hear of 
numbers of patients admitted and 
kinds of ills assuaged. To furnish 
proper care, to bring about quiet and 
comfort, to furnish meals tempting to 
the invalid's palate and to his needs, — 
all these have to be accomplished. 
Picture to yourself what it all would 
mean if done in your own home, and 
then picture it increased 50 fold at the 
hospital. 

Miss Mackay's report for the hospi- 
tal showed 1281 patients during the 
year, 260 infants, 177 major opera- 
tions, 362 minor operations. 79 out- 
patients. In the X-ray department, 
there were 425 cases and treatments, 
173 of which were out-patient cases. 

The secretary mentioned the work 
of the Medical Advisory Committee, 
which is composed of three doctors 
chosen by their colleagues to repre- 
sent them, and has met frequently 
during this year with a committee 
representing the branches of the As- 
sociation's work. 

At this time the Association wishes 
to thank those who have assisted it 
during the year. 

The women's organization and sev- 
eral Sunday School classes of the Bap- 
tist. Episcopal, Unitarian and Congre- 
gational churches; the Fortnightly 
and the Eastern Star; pupils of the 
Wadleigh. Mystic and Highland 
.Schools; the Pop Concert Committee 
whose annual responsibility is sup- 
porting the Operating Department of 
the Hospital; the Winton Club who 
made 510 articles and gave $500 worth 
of linen; the countless friends who 
have donated fruit, vegetables, flow- 
ers, hooks, theatre tidtets, and such 
additions to the cheer of the hospital 
patients and to the life of the nurses; 
Mr. Allen Wood for publicity assist- 
ance and Mr. T. Price Wilson for gen- 
erous space in the columns of the 
Winchester Star.

say prohibition has brought us. The 
absurdity of the idea is apparent 
when one begins to delve even super- 
ficially into the history of the tem- 
perance movement. Several States 
that have tried legalizing beer while

plan as worse than useless. Iowa ex- 
perimented with beer and eagerly re- 
turned to full pnhibition, satisfied 
that it wouldn't work. North Caro- 
lina made the test of allowing two 
per cent beer for two years but found 
it most disappointing, and the Legis- 
lature elected for that purpose cut 
the alcoholic limit down to one-tenth 
of one per cent. Massachusetts gave 
the beer scheme a trial and all the 
world knows that drunkenness and 
crime increased under the brewers' 
regime. 

Sufficiently convincing were these 
experiences to satisfy certain States. 
Shortly after outlawing the liquor 
traffic they were forced by the wets 
to meet a beer proposition as an elec- 
tion issue. Colorado jn 1916, Michi- 
gan in 1919, Oregon in 1916, Wash- 
ington in 1916 and Ohio in 1919 and 
1922 had to answer at the polls as 
to whether they wanted to modify 
their out-and-out prohibition laws by 
adopting a marvelous scheme that 
would aid law enforcement, the ex- 
emption of beer. One and all they 
voted against beer by much larger 
majorities than they had formerly 
voted for State-wide prohibition, thus 
giving a stinging rebuke to the brew- 
ers of their respective States. 

If the beer traffic were to come 
back, it would only last a sufficient 
length of time to show the folly and 
tragedy of the experience, and the 
people would turn from it forever. 
But why, with all these pages of his- 
tory to show is the foolishness of the 
modification scheme entertained for 
even a moment, or the idea of bring- 
ing back to power the brewery and its 
product, beer?

FOOD FUSSING PREVENTABLE 



The fussy, finicky child is not a 
hopeless problem, says the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, 
although it is easier for parents to 
prevent this eimdition than to cure 
it after it exists. 

It is possible that the food-fusser 
is in poor health, and to adjust this 
every child, even though apparently 
well, should be taken regularly to his 
family physician for examination. 
The physician can settle the question 
as to whether certain foods disagree 
with the child. This is not often the 
case. Food-fussing is usually caused 
by: 

1. Poor example in eating set by 
the parents. Parents who are finicky 
and refuse foods will be imitated by 
the child. 

2. Food served unattractively and 
at irregular times. Food and dishes 
should be attractive and meals should 
be always promptly on time. 

3. Too much talk about the food. 
Table talk should be pleasant and the 
food served without question. The 
child will then be busy with conver- 
sation and it will not occur to him to 
refuse his food. 

4. "Tastes" from adult plntes and 
giving in to a child's demands are 
also responsible for food-fussiug.

There was a largo attendance at the 
moving picture, inspired by Bruce 
Barton's famous book, "The Man No- 
body Knows," which was produced on 
last Sunday evening in the Auditori- 
um of the First Congregational 
Church. 

The book is of course the famous 
writer's conception of Christ as a 
man showing Him to be a real and 
entirely virile personality, and one 
keenly alive to the events of his age. 

The moving picture, however, has 
no Christ as a central figure around 
which to build its story. No actor 
plays the part of Jesus of Nazareth 
nor has the production any connected 
plot or action. It is merely a collec- 
tion of scenes portraying places im- 
mortalized by their associations with 
the life of Christ. 

The places shown in Sunday even- 
ing's production were the places them- 
selves. The pictures were "shot" in 
the Holy Land, not in some studio in 
California or New York, thereby giv- 
ing to the work an added educational 
value along with the religious in- 
fluence. Manv closeuns were shown 
of famous paintings depicting events 
in the life of our Savior and despite 
the fact that the picture was quite 
long the attention of the audience 
was closely held throughout. 

Not a little was added both to the 
pleasure and the "atmosphere" of the 
production by the incidental organ 
music played by Mr. Joshua Phippen. 
It comprised exerpts from the opera 
"Aida" by Verdi including the March 
and Chorus. Song of the Priestess, 
^horus of the Priests, Dance of the 
Slave Girls, Grand Ballet. March of 
the Priests, Nile Music, Celeste Aida 
and the Du*>t. From tho oratorio, 
"Eliiah" by Mendelssohn Mr. Phippen 
Hayed the Angels Trio. "It Is 
n n-*n"H" and "Lord God of Abraham": 
f.. .„ th" oratorio, "Messiah" bv Han- 
del the selections "And He Shall Puri- 
fv" and "For Unto Us a Child Is 
Born." Other selections were the fa- 
mous "I^rgo" bv Handel, the songs 
"Palm Branches" by Faure, "Sweet 
and Low " "Silent Nieht." and the 
hvmns "I Love to Tell the Story." 
"Lead Kindly Light" and "Come Ye 
Disconsolate." Rev. Howard J. Chid- 
ley presided at the service.

Calrin W. Rice Will Make Survey ' 
Abroad for .the Peaceful 
Arts Institution 



Calvin W. Rice, Secretary of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, formerly of this town and son 
of the late Edward H. Rice, sailed last 
week on the Paris for a tour of Eu- 
ropean museums in the interest of the 
Museum of the Peaceful Arts of the 
City of New York. He will be away 
for two months. 

The Museum of the Peaceful Arts, 
made possible through the terms of 
the will of the late Henry W. Towne. 
lock manufacturer, which will eventu- 
ally place about $2,500,000 at the dis. 
posal of the museum, will illustrate 
every phase of human endeavor from 
the earliest times to the present. 

Mr. Rice will study foreign methods 
closely. He will examine systems of 
grouping exhibits, determine how the 
admittance of the public is regulated 
and survey museum sites and general 
administrative plans. Upon his re- 
turn he will prepare a report which 
will be used in the conduct of the Mu- 
seum of the Peaceful Arts when it 
comes into being. 

Mr. Rice, who holds membership in 
many foreign scientific associations, 
has been secretary of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers for 
more than 20 years, during which the 
association has grown from about 2500 
members with a budget of 150.000 to 
1» 000 members and a budget of $600.- 
000. He is the second exnert to "o 
abroad for the projected museum. El- 
mer L. Sperry having sailed last week. 
Others are to go soon.

Andrew McCush, veteran currier 
and for more than 50 years a resident 
of Winchester died last Sunday at 
the home of Miss Kate Foley on Sher- 
idan circle.

Calls I'pon the Citizens of Winches- 
ter for Aid 

For more than a century the Mass- 
achusetts General Hospital has been 
a haven of refuge for sick and suf- 
fering humanity. Rich and poor 
alike have all been given the best 
that medical care and surgery could 
suggest. The Massachusetts General 
Hi spital is not a state institution 
and has never been aided by the 
state or city government. Humane 
and generous citizens have from the 
very first provided it with the funds 
necessary to do this work. 

In the PhiRips House those of 
abundant means, who wish for pri- 
vacy as well as the best of care, find 
the most favorable conditions that 
could be provided. The poorest citi- 
zen may in the wards and out-patient 
department secure equally good 
treatment with a minimum of ex- 
pense or with no charge at all. 

It is proposed now to construct and 
equip a building where people of 
moderate means can receive the same 
treatment as is given in the Phillips 
House. For this purpose $1,000,000 
has been given by a single individual.' 
and the Trustees wish now to raise 
$.!,250,000 to endow and equip this 
building, to rebuild the power and 
heating equipment which sadly needs 
replacing and to make other neces- 
sary repairs and additions to enable 
them to do the work which they are* 
constantly called upon to do. 

It is interesting to note in the in- 
come and expense account that the 
Phillips House not only pays its own 
expenses but contributes more than 
$1110,000 a year towards carrying on 
the general work of the hospital. 
There has always been felt the lack 
of a place for people who did not 
wish to go into the wards, and who 
did not feel able to pay the prices 
that are asked in the Phillips House. 

The cities and towns including 
Winchester which use this hospital 
the most are to be asked to join in 
contributing this sum. We have our 
own Winchester Hospital which is do- 
ing splendid work for the community 
and which we are all bound to sup- 
port. However, the records show 
that for the last 20 years there have 
been on an average 100 persons per 
year from Winchester who use the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
That means about two per week. It 
therefore is not unreasonable for 
them to include us among the towns 
that are benefited by this old and 
deserving institution. Further, our 
own local hospital depends to con- 
siderable extent on the Massachu- 
setts General for research work, 
which is most vnlueable in times of 
emergencies.

Report of th<- Building Committee 

At the last, annual meeting, it 
was reported that work had been be- 
gun < n the Nurses' Home, and that 
it. was expected that it would be I 
ready f"r occupancy during the fol- 
lowing Fall. We are glad to be able 
t.i report that this expectation has 
been fulfilled. 

It may be well to review the ac- 
tions of your Committee since its ap- 
pointment soon after the campaign 
for raising funds. The program 
which was presented to the town 
called f'>r an addition to the hospi- 
tal, to provide for the constantly in- 
creasing demands; enlarged quarters 
for its nursing force; and an im- 
proved and enlarged heating system. 
While it would have been desirable 
to have begun work at once upon the 
enlargement of the hospital, it was 
felt by the Committee that the im- 
mediate need was additional quar- 
ters for its staff of nurses, with am- 
ple room for growth as the hospital 
might be enlarged, and adequate 
heating facilities, so that the first 
attention of the Committee was di- 
rected to these problems. 

Earlier sketches and studies of the 
Nurses' Home had called for the en- 
largement of the Home in its origi- 
nal location, but further study and, 
estimates convinced the Committee j 
that not only would such an enlarge-

It was therefore decided to move the 
Home from its original location, to 
the lower corner of the Hospital lot 
Fair mount street, and to dupli- 
cate the original building by the 
erection of an ell of the same form 
and size. 

This plan was developed and car- 
ried out. and we believe has proved 
satisfactory. The building provides, 
in addition to a sufficient number of 
sleeping rooms, a large recreation 
and class room in the basement of 
the original building, with a demon- 
stration room, laundry and kitchen- 
ette. The entrance lobby furnishes 
an attractive sun room on two Moors. 

The next problem was to provide 
suitable heating facilities, and this 
was done by the erection of a com- 
bined" boiler house and laundry to 
the northerly end of the Hospital, 
the entrance to the Boiler House be- 
ing from the lower level on Valley 
road, the Laundry entrance being di- 
rectly from the driveway at the 
northerly end of the Hospital. A 
modern high pressure heating plant 
has been installed, which through the 
three months which it has been in 
operation, has given satisfactory re- 
sults at a cost for fuel of about half 
of the former cost. While two boil- 
ers were installed, it has not been 
found necessary to run more than one 
at a time, the other boiler being held 
in reserve. Heat is furnished from 
this plant to the main hospital and 
kitchen, and then piped through an 
underground conduit to the Nurses' 
Home. It is expected that even with 
the enlarged Hospital a single boiler 
can care for the requirements a 
large part of the time. 

Thus far the expenditure has been 
in the vicinity of $100,000 leaving 
something over $125,000 in cash and 
unpaid pledges to complete the work. 
The Committee at the present time 
is studying the question of the en- 
largement to the Hospital proper, and 
it is hoped that by Fall a plan may- 
be developed which will meet with 
the approval of the Doctors' and Hos- 
pital Committees. It is also hoped 
that by September 1, payments on 
pledges will have been made to such 
an extent as will warrant the Com- 
mittee signing contracts and pro- 
ceeding with the work.

How the Eskimos live in "icy Green- 
land, one of the most forbidding of all 
inhabited areas, is related in the fol- 
lowing bulletin from the National Geo- 
tfrapftic Society, based on a radio dis- 
patch from the MacMillan Arctic Ex- 
pedition:

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IN PRAISE OF YOUTH

In the midst of a (treat deal of ii3- 
cuuion on the youth of our day, much 
has been said as to th«? flippancy and 
low standards of the present genera- 
tion of youth. It is asserted by some 
that they have ho interest excepting 
in jazz and petting: parties. 

The writer feels that the citizens 
tit Winchester might be interested in 
an interesting' piece of evidence on the 
other side. This has to do with the 
young people who have sunu in the 
Chancel Choir of the First Congrega- 
tional Church since its organization! 
one year ago. 

The Chancel Choir was organized 
the 1st of March, 1925 and sung first 
:tt the Fasti" services on April 12, a 
year age. The membership has re- 
mained in the vicinity of 40 during the 
year. The choir has sung at all the 
regular Sunday morning services of 
the church and at a number of extra 
services anil vespers, the total amount- 
ing to something over HO services for 
the year. The membership of the 
choir i~ made up of a great majority 
of virtually untrained singers with a 
few more experienced voices on each 
part. Rehearsals have been held uni- 
formly f r one hour on Friday even- 
ings and one-half hour on Sun lav 
mornings No one has been allowed 
to sing a! i he Sunday services if he 
has been fbsenl from 'he rehearsal-. 
The attendance at rehearsals and 
-ervice has maintained an average of 
between R*> and !)0 per cent throughout 
the year. 

With regard t<. the music, the prin 
eiple was formulated at the start and 
has been adhered to ever since that 
the choir should devote itself to noth- 
ntr but religious music of the very 
highest standard The aim has been 
to acquaint the choir and the church 
•« ith Ihe very finest church music of 
all periods. The -t mdards of per- 
formance have been iii general goo. I, 
but the fundamental principle has al- 
ways been kept in view that th» char- 
acter of the music was of infinitely 
greater importance than the manner 

• f it-- performance and that the choir 
was nol a nrofessinnal organization 
performing for the benefit of the con- 

ration. b"t an ordinarv trrou» 

drawn from the yotucer members of 
the congrei'*tion itself and acting as 
» medium for the expression of vvor- 

hin tbrotigh song. 

\ to'al of anthems has been 
'iing. The\ have been drawn from 
>ill the great nr-riud* of church music 
the early Plain Song of th" Roman 
Church, traditional melodies which 
have come down through the church 
from earliest times, anthems from the 

K>th century golden age of Catholic 

Church music, chorales from the early 
Reformation Church of the same peri- 
od, anthems by the great English 
< hureh composers of the lxth and 1 0th 
centuries, selections by modern coin- 

• sirs, chiefly the great school of 
Russian Church music, and finally ex- 
cerpts from many of the great ora- 
torios. Under this last heading cho- 
ruses have been drawn from Bach's 
Christmas Oratorio, Handel's Messiah, 
Samson, and Judas Maccabeus. Hay- 
in".- Creation. Bethoven's Mount of 
Olives, Mendelssohn's Saint Paul. 
Bruhm's Requiem, (Journal's Redemp- 
tion and Ftanck's Beatitudes. 

Special programs have been given 
by the choir as follows: 

A beautiful service of old and many 
Hew Christmas carols; a program of 
secular music, at the Town llall, in 
celebration of Dr. Chidley's 10th an- 
niversary; choruses from the Messiah 
at the Raster Vesper Service of this 
year, and greatest of all, four cho- 
ruses from Brahm's Requiem, at the 
Lenten Vesper Service, in March. 

The choir has sung in a joint per- 
formance with the choir of the First 
Congregational Church. Cambridge, 
and in June of this year will sing with 
the choir of the First Unitarian 
Church. Harvard square, at that 
church, and at the Winchester church. 

Boys and girls of High School age 
have taken home copies of Brahm's 
great requiem to practise outside of 
requirements. It does not seem, 
therefore, to the writer that youth is 
all bad. If sufficiently interesting 
things of worthwhile merit are pre- 
sented to them, they can be intereste I 
and will be interested. Great credit 
is due to Mr. Wood worth, the choir 
leader, in maintaining the interest of 
these youth. 
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Expansion of Stone 

It was once I hough I thai stone ex- 
panded at a uniform rale when heated, 
but that is now declared, on good au- 
thority, to be Incorrect. In tests of 
marble and limestone, small Increases 
of temperature above normal gave 
only a slight expansion, but the rate 
Increased rapidly »iili further tem- 
perature rises. The expansion of 
marble .it a lew decrees above normal 
was onl> a fractional part of that of 
steel; at H*» degrees ('.. the urcrage 
expansion was about I lint ol steel, 
while at !iO0 degrees this rate Wits ap- 
proximately doubled. These peculiari- 
ties are of particular Interest where 
the stone is used Willi other materials, 
as in building construct jolt. While 
marble expanded on healing, it did not 
shrink to its original dimensions en 
cooling. These unusual properties 
probably give rise t" the warping of 
simrble noticed in headstones IB -eme- 
terie*.

There i> at least one place in the 
world where a large and clangorous 
boiler factory would not be unwel- 
come. On the Creek island called, in 
recent news dispatches, Santorini, but 
now officially designated Thira, a vis- 
iting observer reports the natives 
have become so accustomed to being 
rocked to sleep by the heavy rum- 
blings and rille-crackings of a newly 
active volcano they fear they will suf- 
fer from insomnia when it quiets 
down again. The volcano started its 
eruption Aug. 1. 1023 and will con- 
tinue, it has been predicted, until 
•i»;xt '.ugust. 

Thira has been for thousands of 
yettrs a theater of volcanic activity, 
say- a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. The waters of 
its great bay have boiled and flamed 
for days, and islands ef red-hot matter 
have risen and disappeared as if con- 
trolled by stage machinery. 

Shaped Like Crescent 
At one time Thira was the top of a 
huge active volcano. It probably owes 
its present peculiar crescent shope to 
a tremendous eruption some cen- 
turies ago when great gaps were 
blown in its sides. Another theory is 
that the mountain mass on which the 
volcano rested has sunk, leaving only 
the highest portions of the crater's 
l ill! atx.ve tie- .-'|| face of the water. 

Volcanic activity in this part of the 
Aegean i- practically a continuous 
performance, although nothing .-lent 
of a aiastropbe seems to be recorded 
as an "eruption." I'- C. 15)7 is given 
by some authorities as the date of the 
first great recorded eruption. There 
have -nice been several major out- 
breaks, causing the appearance and 
disappearance of certain small i.-lands 
(not the present ones, however) in the ! 
center of the crater. 

The number "7" figures largely in 
the dale.- chosen by the volcano to be! 
active. Records show eruptions dur- 
ing II. C. I '.'7 and A. 1>. 12V,, 1370, I 
!.".«::. 171)7. 1711, 18(17 and IS70. Dur- 
ing the latter eruption an island arose j 
in the center of the basin to a height 
of 420 feet. It was named George 
Crater, lor King George of Greece. 
New Island Added 
Today the remainder of the once , 
great rim can be traced only by tin i 
islands which help to inclose the wa- 
ter-tilled crater. In the center of this j 
basin lie the Kaymani Islands, repre- j 
seating the peaks of new volcanic up- ; 
heir, ills within historic times. Ac- 
cording to reports a new island has 
been added to this group by the cur- ) 
rent distill bances. 

The islands, which are on the di- 
rect steamer route between Athens , 
and F.gypt, are not prepossessing from j 
a distance. Owing to the lack of wa- 
ter there are no trees. The inner walls 
of the crater descend to the central 
basin in sheer cliffs, from <IO0 to UMIO 
feel in height. The external alone, 
however, is more gradual and the thick 
layer of pumice stone, which covers 
it, is favorable to the growth of the 
vine. 

In close proximity on this slope are 
i he two principal sources of wealth. 
The mining and shipping of "Santorini 
earth." a composition of pumice stone | 
valuable as a hydraulic cement, and j 
the production of wine furnish em- 
ployment to most of the 13,000 inhabi- 
Units of these islands, whose combined ■■ 
area is only half that of the District ; 
of Columbia. ! 
Capital on Bilttop 

Phira, the capital, nestles on the i 
spur of a hill at the edge of the inner 
basin. A zigzag road winds up to it 
from its port, Skala, directly below, 
and its white houses and cupolas en- 
liben the brown crater walls in the 
bl ight Mediterranean sunshine. 

Appt'i ;.• Il'i'g Thira by steamer from 
the northwest the gentle vine-clad out- 
er slopes formed by the crater sud- 
denly open and disclose an enormous 
basin, seemingly enclosed on all sides, 
the deen brown rock walls of which 
are strati!" ed like i utrble-cake, with 
deposits of lighter-colored pumice 
stone. Clinging to the crater rim are 
several small villages and numerous 
many-sailed windmills, similar to 
those on the Isle of Samos. near-by. 

The ancient canital, Thira. seven 
hours away by horseback on the east- 
era shore, perches on a ridge or pla- 
teau dropping on three sides. It must 
have been easy to defend in the days 
when the island was in turn a Phoeni- 
cian, a Spaitan, an Egyptian, a Ro- 
niar.. a Frank and a Turkish colony. 
For like its sister islands in the Aeg- 
ean Thira has known many masters. 
The first settlers are believed to have 
been the Phoenicians, but the princi- 
pal ruins uncovered date from Roman 
times. 

Excavations reveal a long centra 
street or read, intersected by nun... 
ous irregular side street*. Several 
temples, baths, a large theater, 
shrines, markets and dwelling houses I 
have been found. Underneath the j 
stage of the Roman theater traces of 
a Ptolemaic proscenium, on which the 
arc of the orchestra abutted, have 
been found There are also a number 
of sanctuaries, hewn from solid rock, 
to the Egyptian Gods Isis. Serapis 
and Aiuibis. 

SCIENCE INVADES HOTTENTOT 
LAND 

Brukkaros, a little place on the 
plateau of Southwest Africa, has 
been definitely selected, after a search 
of the dry regions of the Old World, 
to bi> an Eastern Hemisphere out- 
post ef American science. Dr. 
Charles G. Abbot, bead of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society's solar 
radiation expedition in co-operation 
with the Smithsonian Institution 
has chosen the place as a site for an 
observatory which for four years 
will study daily variations in the 
sun's heat. 

The observations will be made in 
connection with simultaneous obser- 
vations at sun stations in North an 1 
South America, with a view to de- 
erminlng whether fluctuations in 
"he heat poured out by the sun di- 
rectly influence the earth's weather, 
^r. Abbot inspected proposed sites in 
Men ceo and Baluchistan, and looked 
avorably on a point near Quetta in 
he latter country; but the more 
favorable climatic conditions in 



Southwest Africa as well as the sta- 
bility of the political situation, 
brought about the selection of the 
more southern location. 

Location of Station 
Brukkaros lies about 200 miles 
from the Atlantic Ocean in South- 
west Africa and about 300 miles al- 
most due north of Cape Town, says 
a bulletin from the Washington. D. 
('.. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. It is near the 
railway which runs north and south 
in the uplands of Southwest Africa 
and less ..than 100 miles from the 
junction of that line with the east 
and west line which connects with 
the coast at the port of I.uderitz. 
Two hundred ami fifty miles to the 
north is Windhuk. capital of South- 
west Africa. 

A sun observatory requires a dry 
climate where the sun will seldom be 
obscured by clouds. One has only to 
sail along the coast of Southwest 
Africa, especially toward the south, 
to realize that here is a land little 
visited by moisture. The country 
puts its worst foot — the coastal des- 
ert — forward toward the Atlantic. 
This costal strip is known as "the 
Namib." Few coast regions of the 
earth are more desolate. 

Shallow water, low desert i.-lands. 
absence of harbors and a dry. sandy 
shore, devoid of vegetation, com- 
bined to make Ihe region s<> inhos- 
pitable to seamen that, for centuries 
they gave it a wide berth. The sand, 
mostly blown into dunes, extends in- 
land from ten to forty miles, and the 
barren, desert character of this strip 
is marked from the southern boun- 
dary for about COO miles north. The 
few stream beds that have been worn 
into the Namib during the ages have 
water in them i nly now and then 
over a long series of years, and when 
moisture does flow down from the 
highlands, it seldom reaches the sea. 
Ruins Every Ten Years 
The northern 200 miles of the 
coast region is only a little less deso- 
late than the Namib. It is more 
mountainous. less dominated by 
loose sand, and lies in a more tropi- 
cal latitude. The stream beds are 
better defined and usually support a 
growth of bushes and trees. 

Perhaps once in ten years the Na- 
mib receives a drenching rain and 
demonstrates the magic that Nature 
hides iii her drops i f water. Ver- 
dure springs up all over the parched 
sands, animals (lock in almost over 
night, and for a while the former 
desert teems with game. Si on. how- 
ever, the sun parches the soil again, 
the animals disappear, and once more 
the desert is supreme. 

From 10 to 40 miles inland the 
desert gives place to a transition 
belt. Sparse grass and hushes ap- 
pear on rising ground unci afford 
some pasturage. Immediately be- 
yond is the escarpment of the inland 
plateau, its edge marked in many 
places by fantastically piled oouMers. 
Germany's First Colony 
It is in the upland back of the san- 
dy coastal strip that the worth while 
part of Southwest Africa exists. 
This region is least promising in the 
south where the rainfall is scant. 
Hut even there, the broad valley of 
the Fish River and the valleys of its 
tributaries furnish regions in which 
thriving communities have sprung 
up, while much of the drier land sup 
ports flocks of sheep and goats. P 
is near the Fish River Valley that 
the observatory will be placed. 

Ilefore the World War. Southwest 
Africa was a German colony known 
as "German Southwest Africa." Ger- 
many came into possession of South- 
west Africa following the founding 
of a trading post by a German mer- 
chant, I.uderitz, at what was then 
Angra Pequna Bay on the southern 
coast of the territory. I.uderitz 
bought the site of his town from the 
Hottentots.

Our wild flowers are in danger of 
extermination. Through the present 
extensive use of the automobile and by 
virtue of the network of improved 
highways the charm of all of God's 
green outdoors has become more and 
more available to thousands who knew 
little of the wonders anJ beauties of 
Nature. If some care and considera- 
tion were used in the gathering of 
wild flowers they would continue to 
propagate their respective species, but 
in many instances the plants are de- 
stroyed by pulling off the foliage and 
allowing no blossoms to remain for 
development into seeds. While the 
forest fire is a seiious contributing 
menace to their propogation the worst 
type of vandalism is practiced by 
those who pick wild flowers only to 
throw them into the garbage pail soon 
afterward because their beauty fades.

The mind of man is not, as 
some believe a sponge which sops up 
whatever it comes in contact with nor 
a lump of charcoal which absorbs 
many times its own weight in bodily 
impurities; nor even an onion which 
attracts and holds an odor often more 
unholy than its own. The mind of 
man is of the evaporator type, per- 
mitting the fluent escape of many un- 
happy memories. A week of dismal 
weather is usually forgotten in the 
dawn of one bright morning. A night 
of labor with an aching tooth is ban- 
ished from the mind in the first few 
moments of relief. Winchesterites 
speak of days gone by as "the good 
old (lays"— not that every one of them 
were "good" but because the memory 
of normal man refuses to live over 
again the evil that is past. Yet some 
are so constituted that they revel in 
the possible recurrence of the un- 
pleasant and disagreeable things of 
life. Always and on every occasion 
they have some sad story up their 
sleeve, some fori boding of evil to re- 
late. They bemoan their afflictions 
and their losses. They continually 
predict disaster for the future and 
dwell upon the unfortunate happen- 
ings of the past. They seldom men- 
tion the sunny davs or the sweet ex- 
periences of life. The make-up of oth- 
ers may be just the reverse. They 
talk up the future. They boost their 
friends an I alleviate their difficulties 
so far as they can. They regard their 
own adventures optimistically. Their 
misfortunes are never mentioned. 
Such people we love because of a 
characteristic of the mind. No Win- 
chesterite has learned the art of liv- 
ing who has not trained the mind to 
forget every past experience from 
which no future advantage is derived. 
When a lesson is learned through mis- 
take, forget the mistake and remem- 
ber the lesson. The hours of shadow 
make no record on the sundial.

Only last 
week a group of our Sisters started 
back to their mission in the Interior 
after an enforced exile of many 
months Because of the boycott at 
Canton they could not land there, for 
the food supplies which they were tak- 
ing with them would not be allowed in.

PLANTING OF FORTNIGHTLY 
GROVE 



Though the formal designation of 
a specific day as Mother's Day was 
but recently made in this country, the 
custom of displaying filial veneration 
dates back to ancient times. It an- 
tedates the Christian era, had its rites 
and ceremonies in pagan days, and 
strikes deep ir.to primitive emotions. 
The particular ceremonies attendant 
upon the honoring of motherhood ! 
have changed with changing times, | 
and the modern Mother's Day is ob- j 
served in a manner which differs to ] 
a considerable extent from the ritual 
of olden days. j 
Authorities state that the earliest j 
record of formal mother-worship lies , 
in the tales of the ceremonies by j 
whicn Rhea, "The Great Mother of 
the Gods" was worshipped in Asia ! 
Minor. In this worship it was not ! 
so much the tender maternal aspect | 
which claimed attention as the power 
arid majesty of motherhood. Rhea j 
was represented as traversing the j 
mountains in a chariot drawn by lions 
and the ceremonies in her honor 
were marked by wihi (fences and 
wilder music. The lion, the cak and ! 
the pine were sacred to her. 
The wi rship of Rhea was intro- 
into Rome through Greece 
about 250 years before Christ. There 
it was held on the Ides of March, 
when the people made offerings in 
the temple, and was known as the 
festival of Hilaria. These offerings 
in the temple served to elevate moth- 
erhood into something|pf the dignity 
which rightfully characterizes it. 

With the advent of the Christian 
era. the festival still retained its old 
forms but became infused with a new 
spirit. From the celebration with 
pagan rites in honor of Rhea there 
developed an observance in honor of 
the Mother Church. In this celebra- 
tion it became the custom on Mid- 
Lent Sunday for the faithful to visit 
the churches in which they were bap- 
tized, bearing gifts for the altar. 

From this festival of worship ir. 
honor of the Mother Church there i 
grew the observance of Mothering , 
Sunday, though 'the successive steps ' 
in this development are net clear. It 
is certain, however, that long ago 
when young men and maidens were 
bound out as apprentices and as 
servants, Mid-Lent Sunday was set 
asjde for them to visit their mothers, 
taking for them some little present 
such as a cake or trinket. A youth 
engaged in such a pilgrimage was 
said to go a-mothering from which 
the day came to be called Mothering 
Sunday.

The observance of the second Sun- 
day in .May as Mother's Day has now 
become tirmly established in this 
country. The object of the setting 
aside of this day is to henor the 
memories of mothers who have gone, 
to brighten the lives of those who re- 
main, and to foster among men. wom- 
en and children the love of their 
homes and their parents. The day is 
observed by showing some kindness 
to mother, by services in churches of 
every creed, and by celebrations of 
other organizations. 

Mother's Day just received wide- 
spread recognition about 1910 when 
it was observed by a number of cit- 
ies in the United States. On May 
10. 191.1, a resolution passed hoth 
houses of Congress, commending the 
observance of the day by Congress 
and the executive departments of the 
srevernment. In the same year Ne- 
bias' a made it a State flag day in 
hon..r of the pall'io ism of Nebraska's 
homes. In li>14 Congress authorized 
the PlesUlevt if the United States 
to designate by annual proclamation 
the second Sunday in May as Moth- 
er's Day an I to display the Ameri- 
can flag on Government buildings and 
private homes. The first national 
proclamation setting aside this day 
was issued by President Wilson on 
May 9, 1914. 

Since its inception the celebration 
of this day has spread beyond the 
f .ndest expectations of its founder. 
People in search of ways and means 
of expressing their love for their , 
mother have made use of various ex- | 
istinn services. At first the observ- 
ance c insisted very largely of the ! 
wearing of whrt'^ carnations as be- ; 
ing symbolic of the purity, beauty, 
fidelity and peace "f mother love. 
Snne sections of the country have 
taken to the wearing <>f red carna- , 
tion.s and in others the wearing of al- ; 
m^: any floWer i- considered a fit- 
ting observance < f the occasion. In 
some cities friendless mothtrs in hps- I 
pitals and other institutions are 
adopted fir the day by business men. 

As time went on the observance of 
the day took different forms. The | 
sending of (lowers to mother came , 
into vogue. Still later the sending of 
candy to mother developed to a con- 
siderable extent. Then came greet- 
ing cards and now she is remem- 
bered by the sending of telegrams. 
One telegraph company has even 
printed a leaflet of suggested mes- 
sages appropriate for the occasion 
and has provided blanks for the con- 
veying of Mother's Day messages.

"This is not just my opinion: it is 
the opinion of some of the officers of 
the University of Chicago, and I have 
every reason to think it is the opinion 
of millions of people in this country 
who are interested in giving the youth 
of our country every chance to grow 
up under the most favorable condi- 
tions. I was born in a poor neighbor- 
hood of factory workers given to beer 
drinking, and as a boy I used to see 
the heads of nine out of 12 families in 
our block drunk and fighting. I saw 
multitudes of keg parties and saw 
young men drunk. Some say you 
cannot get drunk on beer. Well, I 
saw boys and men get drunk — and 
women, too. I have been at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago 34 years and be- 
fore prohibition I used to see scores 
of the men drunk. Since Prohibition 
I have seen very few drunk. There 
has been a wonderful change. I know 
a large number of students personally. 
Furthermore, I am convinced that 
there is not anything like the amount 
of drinking in the middle west among 
the younger generation that there 
was before prohibition. As to obey- 
ing the law. this whole nation should 
set aside personal wishes and co-op- 
erate for the law. It is very impor- 
tant, that a moral wave, a religious 
wave, sweep this country. Parents 
are running away from their respon- 
sibilities."

Win- 
chester wishes them success in orga- 
nizing the crew, as for a number of 
years the two clubs have been friendly 
rivals in water sports. The war ca- 
noe race, always the most spectacular 
event, was not raced last year, and it 
was greatly missed. 

A club upon reaching the age of 25 
years, has a perfect right to take 
pride in its past achievements, and if 
it feels inclined to "kick over the 
traces" a wee might in celebration of 
its quarter "f a century of existence, 
surely it should be allowed to do so. 
This is exactly what the Winchester 
Boat Club wishes to do. For this pur- 
pose, June 17, has been set aside as 
a proper time for a special day. It is 
hoped that each club event will be a 
distinct success, and to insure this, 
each member is asked to make use of 
their club, and to co-operate in every 
way. New memberships are invited, 
and any present member will gladly 
inform persons wishing to join, of the 
many attractions offered. 

The history of the Winchester Boat 
Club would be an interesting one to 
hear if the club could only speak for 
itself. True records have been kept, 
but to delve into these past records 
would l>e a ponderous task, indeed. 
Suffice it to ay then, that 25 years ago, 
Suffice it to say then, that 25 years 
ago, a group of Winchester citizens 
conceived the idea of incorporating a 
club primarily fo rthe purpose of pro- 
moting boating on Mystic Lake. This 
done, the present club house was 
erected and the organization became 
a full-fledged "going concern." 

Some of the charter members were 
not canoeists themselves, but feeling 
that such a cluh would be a benefit to 
the town itself, they gave of their 
time and efforts. Still others, of the 
older members, did much to promote 
water sports. In this, the name of 
Herman Dudley Murohy stands out 
prominent. Mr. Murphy was and still 
is a consistent winner in sailing canoe 
races, his name appearing many times 
in American Canoe Asociation records 
as the winner of important events. 
He sails from the Union Boat Club on 
the Charles River now where he gets a 
little competition and every summer 
he sails at the A. C. A. camp races. 
It is to be regretted that Winchester is 
no longer active in canoe sailing 

In the "old davs" too. paddling 
races were run. The war canoe crew 
was a very strong one. and "old tim- 
ers" like to recall the "single singles" 
(one man, single blade) races. A cup 
for this event, known as the "Mystic 
Valley trophy" was first raced for in 
1902. The following year F. I*sroy 
Pratt won. bringing the cup to Win- 
chester. Mr. Pratt was several times 
winner in succeeding years. He fin- 
ally retired from racing but re-ap- 
peared again in 1924, once again win- 
ning the race over a half-mile course. 
He outstripped with ease, most of the 
younger men, thereby giving his un- 
der-studies plenty of food for thought. 
His effort will not be soon forgotten 
by those who saw the race. 

Club activities, social and snorting, 
continued up to the time of the war. 
The years of 1917 and 1918 were nee- 
essarily very quiet ones for club func- 
tions. A few dances were given but 
racing was out of the question as a 
number of the young men members 
had entered the service. It was not 
until 1920 that water sports again be- 
ban to come into prominence and the 
club began to resume its former ac- 
tivity. Since then, each year has 
shown improvement, and with this mo- 
mentum gained, there is no reason to 
doubt its success during this year and 
the future. 

The Winchester Boat Club has 
especial appeal to young persons, but 
its membership is far from confined 
to them. It's activities continue much 
as they always have with the excep- 
tion that club affairs are more diversi- 
fied. Whereas canoeing was once the 
chief feature, now tennis has its fol- 
lowing. Then too, there are the 
dances and other functions held 
throughout the season. This goes to- 
wards rounding out a year in a most 
satisfacto ry way.

Quietly, on foot, coming through the 
trails, or driving slowly along the 
winding roads, usually forbidden to 
autos but opened on that day by per- 
mission of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission, groups of men and wom- 
en, boys and girls, and even little chil- 
dren, gathered in the bright sunshine 
of the spring afternoon for the sole 
purpose of planting and dedicating a 
grove of trees. 

The place was the open glade near 
the log cabin, at the North Reservoir. ] 
The people were residents of Winches- ' 
ter, members of the Fortnightly Club, 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. The trees 
were little Oregon firs, four years old, 
t.nd the purpose was to clothe, for the 
future conservation of water, this 
part of the water-shed of the Winches- 
ter Reservoirs, with the evergreen, 
needle bearing Douglas firs, which in 
their native habitat in western Ore- 
won grow to noble height and giant 
proportions. 

Holes had been prepared for 100 
trees. The shiny green little firs were 
ready there in a great clump of moist 
earth, and the planting began under 
the supervision of Mr. Charles E. Ken- 
dell of the Win. hester Water Board. 
The slender roots of the trees were 
spread out carefully in the holes, yel- 
low clayey earth was packed in close- 
ly around them anil rich loam was 
pressed firmly down on top of all. 

Afterwards, drawing closer together 
in a group, the planters joined in a 
>hort program of dedication under the 
direction of Mrs. George Lochman, 
chairman of The Fortnightly Conser- 
vation Committee. A verse from 
"America" was sum? feelingly in that 
spot of "rocks and rills and Woods 
.•mil templed hills." and Dr. Mary T. 
Mavnarcl. the president of The Fort- 
nightly spoke, cordial and fining words 
of welcome to all who had conic to 
help in this conservation project. Mr. 
Kendall explained clearly tho purpose 
of this cutting away of the hardwoods 
and the planting of the evergreens 
around the shores of the reservoirs, 
that by so duing. that part of the 
Winchester water supply which comes 
from these slopes is increased and 
conserved, since the needlebearing 
trees take from the soil each season 
about one-tenth only of the amount of 
moisture that is required by the leaf- 
bearing trees, and because of their 
continuous shade and protection and 
the spongy nature of the humus-soil 
that is formed beneath them, they in- 
sure the gradual melting of the snows 
uf the winter, and the percolating and 
storing of the water deep in the soil, 
and thus prevent the usual spring 
freshets that are so rapid and waste- 
ful in their effects. Mr. Kendall 
thanked the members of The Fort- 
nightly, especially the Conservation 
Committee, and all the others present 
for their interest in and co-operation 
with this work of forestation, which 
has already been going on for a num- 
ber of years, and which in time, will 
make the Winchester Reservoirs a no- 
table example in the State of effective 
water conservation. 

With the recitation by Mrs. A. M. 
I'iegins of an appropriate little poem, 
"Planting the Tree" bv Henrv Abbey, 
to which she had added a stanza of her 
own. to bring the thought directly to 
this planting of the Fortnightly grove, 
anil the offering of a prayer of conse- 
cration by Rev. John E. Whitley of the 
Second Congregational Church, the 
simple- program was concluded. 

Then, at the invitation of the Con- 
nervation Committee the party went 
hack to the log cabin where delicious 
coffee and sandwiches were served in 
generous measure. 



Work was begun this week by the 
Highway Department of placing di- 
rectional signs at important junctions 
about town. In most instances these 
directions are being painted on the 
base of the traffic signs, those in the { 
centre, on Highland avenue and 
Chinch street being so painted. This 
is in accordance with the recommen- 
dations made and asked for by the | 
Chamber of Commerce some time ago, i 
except that the Chamber recommended | 
that the signs be placed above the j 
lights at the top of the traffic posts. 
They will be of great convenience to I 
visiting motorists passing through i 
the town.

EDWARD RUSSELL 

Edward Russell, for nearly art years 
a resident of Winchester and widely 
known as one of the largest market 
gardeners in this section of th" State, 
died suddenly of heart disease Tuesday 
noon at his home on the Russell Hill 
Farm at 182 Cambridge street. He 
was the last of four brothers, all of 
this town and lik" him large wale 
truck farmers, descendants on their 
father's side of William Russell who 
died in Cambridge in 1661, and on 
their mother's side., of Abraham Hill 
j who died in Charlestown in 1670, both 
having been among the earliest Eng- 
lish colonists of this country. 

The deceased was born in Medford 
58 years ago, the son of William Ad- 
ams, and Harriet (Hill) Russell. His 
early life was spent in the old Russell 
homestead on Main street, near the 
Winchester line and he was graduated 
from the Medford grade and high 
schools. He was a member of Co. E, 
">th Regiment, M. V. M.. the famous 
Lawrence Light Guards, from 1863 un- 
til 1872. 

In 1878 Mr. Russell came to Win- 
chester, having purchased the farm on 
Cambridge street where he had since 
made his home. For nearly •"() years 
he operated the 40-acre farm and be- 
came widely known in the Boston mar- 
ket as a producer of early garden 
vegetables, specializing in the grow- 
ing of tomatoes, rhubarb, beets and 
other greens, including, lettuce and 
spinach. His pansy beds covered sev- 
eral acres. 

While one of the few remaining old 
line market gardeners, Mr, Russell 
was progressive and took advantage 
of the best modern methods of rais- 
ing garden truck and produce. He 
was a charter member of the Boston 
Market Gardeners' Association and 
was also a member of the Calumet 
Club. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Minnie 
L. Russell, and six daughters, Misses 
Harriet nod Clara Russell of Win- 
chester, Mrs. Elizabeth Chapman of 
Berkeley, Cal.; Mrs. Martha L. Ma- 
honey of Melrose, and Mrs. Ethel 
Glendon and Mrs. Esther R. McCarthy 
of Winchester. A sister. Miss Mary 
E. Russell of Medford, also survives 
him. A brother, James W. Russell, a 
former vice-president of the Boston 
Market Gardeners' Association and of 
the Winchester Trust Co., died on Dec. 
22. of last year.

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GARDA: AN ITALIAN LAKE WITH I 
A TEMPERAMENT 

Evidence that the Italian Lake Gar- j 
da had developed a tide recently mys- 
tified natives and tourists frequenting 
this famous body of water. At regular i 
intervals a rise and fall of more than 1 
a loot was registered. Investigation 
disclosed that the difference in level 
was probably caused by gaseous 
springs in the bottom of the lake, be- 
cause as the tide receded great por- 
tions of the surface were covered with 
line bubbles. 

To those who know it, however, 
Garda is a lake of many moods, says 
a bulletin from the Washington, I). C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. It is as changeable 
and varied as the wealth of subtropi- 
cal vegetation that clothes its encir- 
cling cling mountains and Valleys. 
Twice a day. with more regularity 
than the lake steamers, comes the re- 
freshing "ora," or lake breeze, ruf- 
fling the cobalt blue of the waters and 
n mpering the heat of the sun. Some-, 
times storms whip the surface into 
whittcapped rollers and Garda is as 
rough as the sea. 

Italy's Largest Lake 

Must of the yearly host of visitors, 
however, carry back with them indeli- ; * 
ble visions of a grtat inland sea set '' 
in a background of enchanting beau- 
ty. The southern shores, are flat and 
low, sloping easily back from the wa- 
ter into the sunbaked and fertile val- 
ley of the Po. As the lake narrows 
toward the north, first the Alpine hills, 
and then the higher spurs of the Alps 
fold in upon it. The upper reaches are 
like a Norwegian fiord, with precipi- 
tous cliffs and deep, quiet waters. 

(iarda is Italy's largest lake and, 
with the exception of Geneva and 
Constance, is unsurpassed in size in 
the Alpine region. It is about :i4 
milt's long, but varies in width from 
three miles to 11 miles, being gourd- 
shaped with a long narrow neck run- 
ning into the outposts of the TyrolCse 
Alps. 

In many respects it is more like a 
small inland sea than a iake. Its deep 
blue coloring is like that of the Medi- 
terranean and, unlike its sister Loin- 
bat dian lakes, it has real sailboats 
wiih two masts, their brown and yel- 
low sails contrasting prettily with the 
blue of the water and the green back- 
ground • of the hills. Over the sur- 
face of Garda hangs a heavy haze at 
times, confirming the resemblance to 
the sea. In the winter months gulls 
enliven the water front with their 
sharp cries. 

Once a Trade Route 

Lake Garda was once an important 
link in the trade route between Ve- 
rona- and Trent, but the construction 
of the railroad up the nearby and 
more direct Adige valley has left the 
lake again the quiet dwelling place of 
beauty of which poets, even as far 
back as Roman davs, have sung. Gar- 
da has shared with Co mo the atten- 
tion of poets and writers of every 
age. 

For many years two flags ruled it« 
waves, the northern tip and the city 
of Riva lying in Austria. Garda was 
thus a sort of debatable region of 
romance, where Latin and Teuton 
touched elbows, and the picturesque 
gunboats of the customs officers 
waged an unceasing war against more 
picturesque smugglers. Since the 
World War the lake and the surround- 
ing country have been Italian. 

Today lemons, citrons, olives, or- 
anges and grapes share with tourists 
the honor of being the principal in- 
dustry. Along the sheltered west 
shore, or Riviera as it is called, the 
lemon plantations scale the steep 
slopes of the hillsides, tacked by* 
stone walls for protection against the 
chilling winter winds. Tall, frag- 
rant laurel trees, and gloomy cypress 
and pine,

Cold Storage Vault* 

At the beginning of Hie autumn seu- 
son 20,000,000 snails are usually re- 
posing In cold storage In Franca ready 
to he taken out ami served up to the 
epb-ures of Hie nation. The snulls are 
eaten only la the colder months of the 
year. It goes into seclusion *under the 
shelter of stones and wood piles and 
spreads a shield across the opening of 
Its Shell and spends the winter In com- 
fortable seclusion ami safety. 

But they are forestalled by the snail 
hunters who gather them in the spring 
and summer months and put them In 
cold storage until the restaurant de- 
mand starts in. They sleep away the 
Slimmer months under the Impression 
that they are hibernating. If It were 
not for this the i'reiicbmau would be 
compelled to forego his diet of snails.

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"North Carolina \% passinR thtough 
a renaissance. I>ue to her steadily 
intensifying shift from cotton fields 
to mill centers and from once idle 
streams to throbbing dynamos, she 
has suddenly rediscovered herself on 
the threshold of industrial power. 

With this introduction Melville 
Chater tells what he saw on a motor 
tour of North Carolina's industry, de- 
velopment, historic scenes and inter- 
esting people, in a communication to 
the National Geographic Society, 
from which the following is extracted: 

For centuries wild horses have been 
(roaming on the Cape Hatteras banks, 
and current tradition has it that they 
are descended from Barbary ponies 
which were brought over by Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh's colonists. 

1'onic.s With a t'edigree 

Our quest landed us on a naked, 
sun-baked spit where men were driv- 
ing the so-called "banker ponies" 
along the beach and into a corral 
made of timbers from old wrecks, 
perched on the pen's top rail, with the 
beach-pounding surf along one edge 
of the narrow spit and the sound, with 
its rough sailboats, on the other, we 
took lens shots at the inclosed jam of 
J>00 horses, :is they reared and kicked 
each other into a state of bloodied 
noses and wildly rolling eyes. 

Some ' !' tile herders lassoed and cut 
out colts (> r branding or sale. Others 
yelled out their branding marks, rec- 
ognized on marcs, and claimed the ac- 
companying foals. 

The sun blazed, the sand blasted. 
I. o o k o II t Light's heat-shimmering 
shaft, flat as a white paint stripe 
against the sky's burning blue, con- 
stituted the wild spit's only sign of 
civilization. The men were shouting 
in their broad dialect, so like that of 
the rural England of their ancestors. 
The United States seemed worlds 
away. 

Morses Dig Waterholes 

The heat drove some of them to a 
waterhole on the beach, where they 
lay prone anil drank the brackish fluid. 
It was a wild animals' drinking place, 
for the banker ponies slake their thirst 
by scooping holes in the sand With 
their forefout. 

Due to a tick epidemic, the ponies 
were driven into a dipping sluice, 
where they swam through a bath of 
arsenic and caustic soda, A green 
paint stripe .slashed across each 
emerging beast's flank, marked him as 
disinfected. 

The gati's were then (lung wide and 
the herd trotted forth to liberty, snort- 
ing disapproval of man and his 
strange ways; then a chosen dozen 
were auctioned off Hi about a head. 
A few years ago these punative de- 
scendants of Raleigh's "little Barbary 
ponies" were bringing from $">(> to 
$-t2"i apiece. The auctioneer, in expla- 
nations complained. "Tew much gaso- 
line ubaout naowadays!! 

The legendary North Carolinian who 
in the "sixties called his three daugh- 
ters Rosin. Tar, and Turpentine" 
would today be naming them after 
cigarette brands, furniture trade- 
murks, and cotton-goods patterns. 
Charlotte Spindle Center 

Charlotte, situate.! between the big 
hydroelectric developments along the 
Catawba and Yadkin rivers, is a plexus 
of this new industrialism. In the last 
•Jf> years the number of textile mills 
wpuratinK within a 100-mile radius of 
that city has increased fivefold, with 
h present spindleage of 10,000,000. 

An hour's ride beyond Charlotte we 
entered Gastonia, one of the largest 
textile centers in the United States. 
Of its 20,000 people, about three- 
fourths are workers in the 12 mills 
whose tall stacks cut the sky. Yet, 
in the town's broad, tree-shaded 
streets, lined with neat cottages on 
well-kept, flower-fringed plots, one 
felt no oppressive sense of concen- 
trated industry, but rather the rest- 
fulness of some model suburb, wide- 
spread to sun. air. and surrounding 
countryside. 

With mill workers' cottages renta- 
ble at $:i a month, with water and 
electric light ^ree. and a mild climate, 
necessitating little fuel, which is ob- 
tainable at cost, it is not uncommon 
for mountain families to work at (ias- 
tonia long enough to pay off their 
fatm mortgage and then return to 
the Blue Ridge. 

(iaston County contains i'S textile 
mills, which represent one-sixth of 
the State's total spindleage and con- 
.>iime almost one-third of her cotton 

Cr0,) Mountain-Circle Ashville 

A few hours' drive from Chimney 
Rock farther into the mountains 
brought us to Asheville. the gateway 
to what North Carolinians have well 
named the Land of the Sky. Never 
was an altitude of half a mile above 
sea-level so unobvious, in all but the 
tonic atmosphere. Set is a vast bowl, 
Asheville is encircled by mountains 
whose 20 highest peaks top all alti- 
tudes in the Eastern States. Could 
the Titans return, they might appro- 
priately seat themselves on the sur- 
rounding crests of this mammoth am- 
phitheater as spectators of one of 
Asheville's big golf or tennis meets. 

It was one the Biltmore estate, near 
Asheville, that, with the founding of 
a forestry school, the first stops in 
American forest conservation were 
taken. 

Today there are established in this 
region," for the protection of water- 
sheds and hardwood reserves, the 
Cherokee, Nantnha'a. Ur.aka. and Pis- 
gah national forests. With a boun- 
dary which incloses more than 1.700, 
000" acres, the Government had ae- 
nuired up to Julv, 1025. somewhat 
less than a fourth of this area. In 
the Pisgah, established in 1916 as a 
game preserve, native bear and deer 
mm, trout streams are stocked, and 
he«-ds of bison and elk have been im- 
planted. 

Turning Back Time 

Surrounded by the modishness of 
Asheville, one scarcely realizes that 
rnly 50 miles away mountaineers are ' 
living a ruggedly simple existence bo- 
Vind handhewn timbers and on small 
"switchback" farms, with Revolu- 
tionary looms and spinningwheels 
alongside their chimney pieces of na- 
hi'-o rock. 

It was a fnrseeinc w^man from 
n^ong the "boiled-shin" life of Ashe- 
ville who persuaded these remote, al- 
most forgotten, mountain folk to set 



their long-idle looms going again. To- 
day there are half a dozen handicraft 
centers scattered through western 
North Carolina. 

Back in 1012, when only one North 
Carolinian in 880 owned a motor ve- 
hicle,- the then-existing roads an- 
swered the needs of the day— an- 
swered, that is, in the sense that the 
single loir across a North Carolinian 
mountain stream then answered as a 
footbl idge. They got you someyhere, 
no matter how. 

In 1021 the State legislature au- 
thorized $50,000,000 worth of road 
bonds. Today the bond issues total 
$85 000,000. " 

The State Highways Commission is 
spending SI'"' per capita, or twice the 
national average in road expendi- 
ture. It is completing yearly 1000 
miles of hard-surface thoroughfares, 
which serve the enormously increased 
traffic of one motor vehicle to every 
eiirht citizens. This modern road sys- 
tem exceeding 6000 miles, costs the 
motorist two and one-half cents per 
day, payalile in gasoline tax and 
horse-power tax. 

The Machine "Carmens" 

Carmen, with a hand on her hip 
and a rose between her lips, is a world 
away from Winston-Salem's methods 
of cigarette manufacture. One ma- 
chine shreds and feeds out the "mak- 
ings." Another rolls them into a nev- 
er-ending length of cigarette, which, 
i> oo/.es forth, is slipped into mul- 
tiples us rapidly as a machine-gun 
spravs bullets. 

Othi r machines make containers, 
affix revenue stamps, imprint and rec- 
ord serialized numbers—in fact, do 
everything for the smoker except to 
hand him a match. It is the machine 
that plays the title role of Carmen, 
while the girl inspectors are merely 
undo! studies. 

Winston Salem's stamp-sticking ma- 
chines consume annually the most ex- 
pensive meal in the world —a matter 
of * I Oil. 0011.000 worth of Uncle Sam's 
famiiior blue imprints. That is the 
sum of her Federal taxis, which ron- 
resent one-half of those paid by North 
Can lina. 



MANY STATES HAVE NEW 
PARKS 

Within a few years State parks 
have become one of the major recrea- 
tion resources of the United States, 
and a survey just completed shows 
that new areas invite the vacationist 
this summer, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. I). C. headquarter* of the 
National Geographic Society. 

The Sixth National Conference on 
State Parks, at Hot Snrinirs, Arkan- 
sas, June 14 to lti. will hear reports 
showing that during the short lifetime 
of this organization, formed in 1921. 
which co-ordinates the advance of 
.-uch preserves, the number of States 
maintaining State parks has doubled. 
The survey shows that 4" of the 4S 
States now have State parks, State 
forests with more or less recreational 
list-, or other preserves under State 
agencies of equivalent value and use. 

Hot Springs was chosen for this 
year's meeting, in recognition of the 
remarkable progress in the establish- 
ment of State parks and forests, or in 
legislative means for their acquisi- 
tion, which has been made (luring thp 
last few years by the States of the 
South and Southwest. 
South Joins in State Park Progress 

When the Conference is called to 
order bv Chairman John Rarton 
Payne, who is Chairman of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, he will greet many 
new faces among the delegates, rep- 
resentatives of southern and south- 
western States which have lately en- 
tered this field of public set-vice. When 
the honor roll of the States is called, 
on the second day of the meeting, 
the recent achievements of southern 
States will be an interesting feature, 
because gains in the South have been 
especially notable. 

Since the last conference. Tennessee 
pod Virginia have created Conserva- 
tion Commissions with State park 
powers. Florida has passed a State 
l>ark law, Georgia and Mississippi 
have created forestry departments 
with recreational provisions. Alabama 
has acquired a State nark committee, 
Louisiana will add a State park divi- 
sion to its Conservation Commission. 
Arkansas is acquiring a comprehen- 
sive State park system; Oklahoma is 
working to the same end through its 
forestry and game commissions; and 
Texas, " which last year reported its 
record of 52 State park sites received 
by gift, is improving them for public 
recreation. 

State Parks of Lame Size 

Some State narks rival national 
parks in size and scenic beauty; Adi- 
rondack Park in New York, with 1 .- 
850,000 acres owned by the State, is 
exceeded onlv bv Yellowstone; Custer 
State Park, in South Dakota, of 107.- 
000 acres, is of national park stand- 
ard. Other lafge State parks are 
the Catskill. of 150.000 acres; the 
Alleghany, of 60.000 acres and the 
Palisades Interstate Park. 45.000 
acres, in New York; the Northern 
Forest Park, in Wisconsin, of 9S.OO0 
•res; and Itasca Lake State Park, in 
Minnesota, inclosing the sources of 
the Mississippi, of 32,000 acres. 

New York leads the States in the 
number of preserves allied under a 
central State agency, the Council of 
Parks, with a total of 00; Michigan 
has "IS State parks; Texas 52; Iowa 
SS; Minnesota 1*; Washington 17. 
P. nnsylvania leads in State forests, 
all of which serve for varied outdoor 
recreation, with a total of 1.1:11,000 
acres. Several Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific Coast States have lately ac- 
quired large State forests with great 
actual and potential recreational val- 
ues by exchange of school sections for 
n;» ional forest tracts. 

Among the notable additions to the 
more than five hundred State parks I 
throughout the country, during the j 
past year, are the Preservation of nart • 
of the famous Indiana Dunes on Lake 
Michigan, as an Indiana State Park; I 
conservation of the forest surround- ; 
ings of the Great Stone Face, of Haw- j 
t home's tale, the marvelous profile in 
Frnnconta Notch, as a New Hamp- 
shire State Forest; establishment of 
entirely new State park systems in | 
Missouria and Kentucky: acquisition 
cf Tong"e Mountain, between the : 
arms of take George in New York, 
as part of the State forest preserve: 
ani of notable caves and gorges in 



southeastern Ohio by the State For- 
estry Department. Historic sites, 
which are preserved in many State 
parks, have been increased by such ad- 
ditions as Fort Macon, in North Caro- 
lina; old French and early American 
forts in Alabama, and memorials of 
frontier days in North Dakota. 
Variety of Recreational Uses 
State paiks and forests give an in- 
termediate recreational resource be- 
tween the city park, near at hand but 
limited, by its nature, in development; 
and the magnificent national parks of 
the West unsurpassed in attraction, 
but remote from many people. State 
preserves give spaces for camping, 
picknicking. hiking, climbing, bath- 
ing, boating, hunting, fishing, winter 
sports, Nature study, within a few 
hours of laige populations, often near 
immense metropolitan centers, to 
which they are a greater contributor 
to human happiness. As over night 
stopping places for motor tourists 
along the great transcontinental high- 
ways of the country, in which one may 
find some new delight every evening, 
they are realizing the slogan of the 
National Conference on State Parks— 
"A State Park Every Hundred Miles." 
They are breathing spaces for con- 
gested industrial districts, sanctuaries 
for birds and animals and trees and 
flowers, fields for the study of Nature 
unadorned; shrines of history and pa- 
triotism, and outlets for the pioneer 
spirit of adventure and out-door life. 

NAMES OF NATIONS IN 
DISGUISE 

The United States does not recog- 
nize Russia. Neither does Russia 
recognize "Russia," according to the 
United States Postoftiee Department. 

If an American wishes to order 
caviar through a Moscow concern, the 
bi st advice is that he address the let- 
ter to the Union of Socialistic Soviet 
Republic. In order to educate the 
world to the new name, the Soviet 
Government frequently carries out its 
threat to teturn all mail addressed to 
"Russia." 

Misnaming nations is one of our 
established habits, says a bulletin of 
the National Geographic Society from 
its headquarters in Washington. D. C. 
The following are the real names 
which well-known nations call them- 
selves. How many can you identify? 

Misr, Eesti VVubariik. Suomen Ta- 
savalta, Afrikiya, Iran. Die Republik 
Osterreich, El Maghreb, Lietuva and 
Flstin. 

The accepted English names for 
fhese nations are [Minted at the end 
of this article. 

Know U. S. as "America" 

Since United States citizens do not 
call foreign nations by their native 
names, they take liberties with ours. 
When a representative of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society left for the 
Trentino District. Italy, recently he 
carried business cards which gave the 
Society's name in Italian and the ad- 
dress as "America." Neither "United 
States" nor "U. S. A." appeared on 
the card. In rural districts the peas- 
ants know of "America" but many of 
them never heard of "the United 
States." 

The world habit of misnaming na- 
tions can be excused. Some nations 
cannot agree on their own names so i 
the world must fix on some form. One 
of the discoveries of Americans tour- 
ing Europe is that Switzerland is not j 
Switzerland. If you are in north or j 
German Switzerland it is Schweiz, 
south or Italian Switzerland it is i 
Svizzera, west or French Switzerland, 
Suisse. The map shows Luxemburg 
on the international fence between 
Germany and France. It is also on 
the lingual fence, possessing two 
names, Grand-Duche de Luxembourg 
and Groszherzogtum Luxemburg. The 
Irish Free State also is known by the 
Gaelic. Saorstat Eireann. 

Perpetuate Ancient Ideas 

Excepting New World titles, names 
of nations are usually the oldest relics 
of humanity. Like all antiques their 
origins are often shroudeil in mystery. 
Frequently names perpetuate the opin- 
ion one tribe had of another in the 
days of barbarism. The official name 
of Germany today is Deutsches Reich. 
Thev call themselves Deutsch, which 
is the name English-speaking people 
have allotted to the natives of Neth- 
erlands. The French call them Alle- 
mandes, literally foreigners. Slaves 
call the Germans "Niemiec." which 
means "dumb men." Thev were "dumb 
men" to the Slavs since they could not 
sneak the Slav language. Slavs call 
themselves the Slowjane, "the intel- 
ligent peonle. "but all Germans call 
them the Wends, that is, "the stran- 
gers." 

England reveals name dissension 
rearer home. The Welsh call the 
English the Sneson; the Gaels of 
Scotland call the English Saoz; the 
Irish. Sasunaich; and the Manxmen, 
Sagsonach. A Welshman is not a 
Welsh to a Welshman, but a Cymry. 

Brazil is now officially Brasil. But 
before that "z" became an "s" many 
raper and ink battles were fought in 
Brazil. For many years there was no 
fixed style. On a bank note it might 
be "z" and on a stamp it might be 
"s." Essays, articles and books were 
written on the subject by persons with 
leisure to investigate and coniecture. 
The name comes from one of the first 
products found in Brazil, one now ig- 
nored, a dye wood which produced a 
fine red. In Portuguese there is a 
ward "brasa" meaning "live-coal." 
Since the description fitted the pro- 
duct and the product a country, Brazil 
it came to be. American practice still 
uses the "z." 

Chinese Name for Japan 

In the Japanese name for their is- 
land kingdom, Nippon, a geographic 
absurdity has been corrected bv a 
modern geographic decision. "Ni" 
means sun and "pon." rising. Japan 
is the country of the rising sun. To 
whom could it be the country over 
which the sun rose? Not to Jana- 
r.ese certainly! Obviously it is a Chi- 
nese name because the island lay 
where the Chinese saw the sun rise. 
But within the last century the In- 
ternational Date Line was. marked 
down the center of the Pacific Ocean. 
It establishes where day begins ac- 
cording to earthlv agreement. There- 
fore Japan is the first major terri- 
tory touched by the rising sun of a 
new day. 

The confused welter of names would 
seem to require some agreement by all 



the nations. The use of French as 
the language of diplomacy would seem 
to offir a common denominator for 
fractious nomenclature. But follow- 
ing the Versailles negotiations at the 
close of the World War there was a 
revolt against this practice. English 
speaking nations wanted English and 
Spanish speaking nations Spanish. As 
a matter of fact French is still large- 
ly the language of diplomacy — with 
exceptions. When the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment addresses Italy it is in French 
and the reply is in French. But when 
it addresses the United States, the 
note is in Portuguese and the reply in 
English. 

"Americans" Appropriate "America" 

Consider our nation's name "the 
United States of America." Ameri- 
cans proudly proclaim that that title 
does not stand for a nation which is 
an empire gathering vast territories 
to itself by conquest. Yet the present 
use of "the United States of America" 
is one of the most remarkable and 
bare faced conquests on record in the 
world of nomenclature. An American 
is recognized everywhere now as a na- 
tive of the United States, but there 
are 75.000.000 people in Canada. Cen- 
tral America. Mexico, and South 
America, who have just as much right 
to the name as the 125.000.00(1 citi- 
zens of the United States. We speak 
of "the United States" as if there 
could be only one federation bv that 
title. There are two other "the United 
States." Venezuela and Brazil. 

The Unite ! States has been empiri- 
cal even in the pronunciation of th-- 
name America. The French call us 
••Aimrioue" and the Italians "Ameri- 
ca." with the "am" one syllable as in 
•ambulance." This is probably the 
style of the Florentine accountant. 
Amerigo Vespucci, who donated his 
Christian name to label two conti- 
nents. But English snenking Ameri- 
cans have changed all that. We use 
the "A" as a snrintrboard and take a 
rimiinf dive into "meriea " 

The American version of the na'ions 
enumerated earlier in this bulletin 
are: Egypt. Estho-.ia Finland. Tuni- 
sia. Persia. Austria, Morocco, Lithu- 
ania and Palestine.

The sudden formation recently of a 
great hole in th.* earth in western 
Kansas affords an excellent example 
of how a phenomenon that is com- 
monplace and fully Understood by- 
science is likely to be given an ex- 
travagant explanation by other ob- 
servers, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. It 
was recalled that an extinct volcano 
was supposed to exist not far from 
the hole, and it was suggested that 
this vent was probably preparing for 
new activity. 

As a matter of fact the suddenly- 
formed cavity was only a sink hole 
which occurred, dramatically enough, 
in the bed of a stream. Sink holes 
are well known in parts of Kentucy, 
in several sections of Kansas, in Ok 
lahoma, Texas, New Mexico, and nu- 
merous other States. Homesteaders 
in certain parts of the Southwest 
have been known to wake to find 
yawning pits hundreds of feet deep 
outside their windows where the prai- 
rie was unbroken the night before. In 
the Pecos Valley of New Mexico 
ranchmen think little of finding new- 
sink holes on their properties; it is 
an established order of business on 
some ranches to find these shafts and 
throw fences around them to keep 
cattle and cowboys from falling in. In 
central Kansas as recently as lv.ix 
several railway station buildings were 
swallowed up in a sink-hole. 

Sink holes and their physiograph- 
ic "cousins," "buffalo wallows" and 
"basins," usually occur in limestone 
regions or in territory underlain by 
other soluble materials, such as gyp- 
sum or rock salt. Moreover, they are 
most frequently encountered in fair- 
ly level country where there is rela- 
tively light rainfall an. I where sur- 
face drainage systems are poorly de- 
fined. "Buffalo wallows" are slight 
circular depressions well described by 
their fanciful name; areas from 10 to 
25 feet, across which have dropped 
several inches or a foot below the 
Surrounding level ground. Such de- 
pressions are believed to Ik; caused by 
a mere .rompacting and settling of 
iight soil due to the standing and per- 
colation of rainwater. "Basins" are 
much larger areas which have droppe 1 
a number of feet. They are thought 
to be due either to large scale com- 
pacting or to the collapse of shallow 
caverns over considerable areas. 
Caverns Colfupue 
Sink holes, especially in the western 
par*, of the United States are almost 
always due to the collapse of a cave l n 
or the formation of a hole in it« roof. 
Water trickling below ground direct- 
ly from rains or from leakage from 
streams, is constantly hollowing out 
such caverns by dissolving away solu- 
able minerals. Quite unknown to gen- 
eratii*i after generation of surface 
dwellers - Indians, pioneer*, modern 
far mar s sad rancftmen — such a cav- 
ern has been forming undta- an un- 
brokci prairie or a quiet cmck valley. 
Grain- by grain its rocky roof is worn 
thinner. Now and then, after un- 
usually heavy rains, large fragments 
fall. Finally the supporting rock is 
not longer able to withstand the pres- 
sure of earth and water above. It 
gives way, the earth slides in, and an 
opening is left in the surface. From 
above- this is a sink hole. If the fallen 
debris dams the catern outlet, ground 
water may soon accumulate and form 
a lake as in the case of the recently 
formed hole in western Kaasas. 

South of the Kansas line in western 
Oklahoma is a region— "the gypsum 
country" — in which geological stu- 
dents have found the mechanism of 
underground solution and erosion laid 
bare. There are sink holes through 
the ope nshafts of which underground 
rillV may be seen- working their way 
along gypsum beds. In stream can- 
yons farther down are tunnels 
through which such rills enter the 
creeks and rivers. In some cases en<- 
tire little canyons have been formed 
by the collapse of tunnels. 

Sink Hole Disclosed Carlsbad 
Caverns 

The occurrence of the sink hole in 
the bed of a river in Kansas is not 
unique. Not one, but many sink holes 
have appeared in the bed of the Pe- 
cos River is New Mexico from 50 to 
75 miles above the Texas lin». Into 
seme of these holes the entire flow 
of the river disappears at times to 
reappear a considerable distance 
down stream. Where the water re- 
appears it wells up through overflow- 
ing nonds, making its exit, apparent- 
ly, like its entry, through sink-holes. 
The outflowing water has been found 
to have more than twice the mineral 
content of the stream before its dis- 
appearance, showing that it is busy 
during its absence wearing bigger and 
decner caverns underground. 

In this same region are the fa- 
mous Carlsbad Caverns. They con- 
sist of huge cavities, hundreds of feet 
deep and wide, extending for several 
miles and reaching a depth of more 
than 1000 feet below the surface. 
Manv thousands of years probably 
have" been required to dissolve these 
huge rooms and passages out of the 
Jimestone. Explored by an expedition 
of the National Geographic Society,, 
this magnificent cavern has been made 
a National Monument and part of it 
is being electrically lighted by the , 
United States National Park Service 
The unsuspected beautips of Carlsbad 
Caverns were disclosed by the falling 
in of a portion of the roof of one of 
the great underground halls- the tor- 
mation of a sink hole.

world the value of rubber. Today 
th-.it count'-'- supplies onlv.a fraction 
of the world demand for tnis nroduct 
but in yielding to the Far East its 
supremacy Brazil, in turn, adanted 
to her own hillsides the coffee plant 
which tradition tells us, originated in 
Abyssinia. 

Home of Corn and Potatoes 
South America can claim other 
gifts to mankind, gifts that now are 
widely dispersed. 

An expedition of the National Geo- 
graphic Society, some years ago, 
penetrated to the ruins of an ancient 
Irtca winder city- a city where pre- 
Columbian matrons no doubt bewailed 
certain fashions of the younger Inca 
generations —those freakish pins, for 
example, with humming birds carved 
on their heads and those new fan- 
gled earrings with discs on the out- 
er side of the ( . a r lobes, so perforat- 
ed that tiny feathers might be stuck 
in them. 

It was among the granite stair- 
ways and foun'ains of this long for- 
gotten city of Machu Picchu tliat 
explorers found terrace gardens 
which are believed to be the original 
places of two major food crops of 
modern times, the white potato and 
Indian corn. 

How Roofs arid Roads ate Mined 

Our friend drives jirto the cilv. His 
balloon tires roll over highways 
paved with asphalt from Trinidad un- 
til he reaches his office whose roof is 
likewise dug from that famous pitch 
'ake. Day after day the asnhalt is 
dug up and carted away, night after 
night the pitch rises up again to heln 
make the roofs and the roads of 
both- Americas. 

The wheat grower has an immedi- 
ate concern with Central America. 
Thousands of tons of hennequin, the 
fiber which yields binder twine, im- 
ported from Yucatan, make possible 
the use of the harvesting machine, a 
saving reflected in the price of every 
loaf of bread we buy: 

Nature has conspired to bind the 
two Americas with that strongest tie 
of international friendship — the need 
f or each other's products. Africa is 
South America's nearest continental 
neighbor, but even were Africa dot- 
ted with prosperous commercial com- 
munities one cannot imagine any 
very great trade between South 
America and Africa. Their resources 
are too much alike. 

South America's rich store of trop- 
ical fruits and raw materials and 
forest products, many of them found 
nowhere else in the world, not only 
fill certain empty shelves in North 
America's Pantries and workshops, 
they also fill the pockets of South 
Americans so that tftejt may buy 
more and more of the things we 
make. 

Now "Bridged** by Canal 
Before the days of the Panama 
Canal. Pacific South America was 
nearer Europe, by water, than she 
was to the great population centers 
of the United States. Now the two 
continents have been bridged, not 
severed, by the Canal. Florida is due 
north of South America's Pacific 
Coast by the steering wheel as well 
as by the compass; the great Missis- 
sippi Valley looks south through the 
port of New Orleans, while Galves- 
ton and Houston raise new docks for 
this new trade entrance. 

One is tempted to tell the stories 
of many other resources and aspects 
of Latin America; how she contrib- 
utes the iodine that heals the wounds 
of mankind and first grew the qui- 
nine that helps conquer the Tropics; 
how she tickles our palates with va- 
nilla and chocolate and delights the 
eye with the emeralds that come only 
from Colombia; how Paraguay holds 
vast, virtually untouched deposits of 
manganese, used to alloy steel and 
copper, essential metals of an engi- 
neering and electrical aee; how the 
Andes range spans the Equator with 
habitable cities perched on her sheer, 
cooj heights and holds within her 
tremendous masses rich mineral de- j 
posits. 

South America today has twice the 
area of Europe and less than two- 
thirds the combined populations of 
Prance and Italy. 

Its resources and its riches have 
been least tapped of those of any 
continent; therefore its potential sup- 
plies of raw materials and the pro- 
spective commerce that will follow 
their further development make it 
one of the most interesting regions 
in all th.- world to the student of ap- 
plied geography.

Caledonia. Andaman Islands. Tasma- 
nia, and Sakhalin have all been penal 
colonies for more or less distinguished 
prisoners. 

St. Helena, Funchal and the Sey- 
chelles are royal prison islands. The 
others in their time served for com- 
mon criminals or unluckv politicians. 
When Elba failed to hold Napoleon 
he was placed on St. Helena, well to- 
ward the middle of the South Atlantic, 
out of harm and out of the shipping 
lanes. Thai was in 1815. He died in 
1821. 

Funchal it.' the Azores ami the Sey- 
chelles on the west coast of Africa 
north of Madagascar are more recent 
prison stations. In Africa the British 
occasionally find it expedient to ab- 
sent certain native rulers from their 
subjects. So. when Prempeh, king of 
the Ashanti on the Cold Coast spilled 
too much blood, they sent him to so- 
journ in the soothing climate of the 
Seychelles. Prempeh. after 20 years, 
returned to his people, so apparently 
ho did not like the asylum. But the 
English did, so tliey sent Mwanga. de- 
posed ruler of Uganda to join him 
ami then Kabarega of Unyoro, Say- 
yid Khalid of Zanzibar and Saad Zag- 
hul of Egypt. Th" Seychelles deten- 
tion was not nearly so effective in 
the case of Zaghul. who is now the 
leader of a popular party in Egypt.

BOSTON 
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BAGDAD THREATENED BY 
FLOODS 



Bagdad, menaced by floods, is de- 
srribfd in a communication to the 
National Geographic Society head- 
quarters as follows: 

The road t:> Bagdad, you will ad- 
mit, is devious and long. My ticket 
was good for one continuous ride 
from New York to Egypt, over 
Pharaoh's bones in the Red Sea, past 
Cain's tomb at sun-scorched Aden 
to Colombo, Bombay, Karachee, Mas- 
kat, old pirate haunt and ancient 
stronghold of Albuquerque, the Por- 
tuguese; thence up the boiling Per- 
sian (iiilf. pas! Sinbad's treasure is 
land of Hormuz, to Busra, the Bal- 
HOTS of the Arabian N'iirhts; and, 
lastly. COO miles up the winding Ti- 
gris, past the reputed tomb "f the 
prophet Ezra — shrine of Jewish 
hordes to Bagdad. Seventeen thou- 
sand miles from San Francisco, my 
starting point; five changes of ships, 
two months of travel. 

Hard by Old Eden 

Here, then, is Bagdad — in Turkish 
Arabia, near the Persian frontier, 
hard by old Eden, man's birthplace. 
Here on the classic soil of Babylon, 
Nineveh, and Opis once flourished the 
pick of the human race: here was the 
center of the world's wealth, power, 
and civilization. And hack to this 
ancient region modern men art! turn- 
ing, to reclaim its lost areas, open 
its mines and oil deposits— to restore 
the Garden of Eden. 

From the deck of a Tigris steamer 
Bagdad looms up boldly, its splendid 
skyline of domes ami minarets re- 
minding one "f some "Midway" of 
World's Fair memory. An odd pon- 
toon bridge connects the two parts 
of the eity, separated by the yellow 
Tigris. On the west bank is the old 
.town, inclosed by date and orange 
proves. From here the new Bagdad- 
Mosul Railway starts on its long run 
across the trackless desert. East of 
the river, on the Persion side, is 
"new" Bagdad, with its government 
offices, barracks, consulates, prisons, 
etc. 

Beyond, as far as the eye can reach 
in every direction stretches the vast 
flat, treeless, empty plain of Mesopo- 
tamia -a region once more populous 
than Belgium. 

Was (ioofah the ("raft of Moses? 
1 was paddled ashore from the 
steamer in a goof ah, a queer, cora- 
clelike craft in use here since Jo- 
nah's day. A .goofah is woven from 
willows about six feet in diameter, 
is perfectly circular and basket- 
shaped, and is coated outside with 
bitumen. Some say Moses was cut 
adrift in one of these goofahs. 

Another strange craO at Bagdad is 
the keleh, a Kurdish invention. The 
taelek is a raft matte o.l inflated 
goatskins, held together by poles and 
covered with a platform of straw 
mats. These keleks come down to 
Bagdad in hundreds from Mosul, 
bringing wool, pottery, grain, and 
skins.

Facing the river, 
removed from the Arab town, are 
built the imposing foreign consulates. ] 
mercantile offices, and the sumptuous i 
homes of rich Jews. Armenians. | 
Creeks and Syrians— the men who 
made New Bagdad. 

But the Bagdad of Ali Baba's day. 
with the splendor of Aladdin's en- 
chanted age, is gone forever. The 
palaces, the mosques, and minarets 
are mostly in ruins. Even the tomb 
of lovely Lady /.obeida, favorite wife 
of Harun-al-Rashid. is tumbled down 
and decayed. It is into modern mon- 
uments to New Bagdad — into roads, 
bridges, public buildings, irrigation 
works, army organization, dredging 
the Tigris, etc. -that the Young 
Turks put ther money. 

Floods Once Drow ned 15,000 

Modern Bagdad is in safer hands; 
no dissipated royalty guards its 
gates. Sc ber. clear-headed men. j 
drilled in the best schools of modern ' 
Europe, able to hold their own any- , 
where administer its affairs. As late 
as 1830 the Tigris overflowed Its 
batiks, swept through Bagdad, and 
drowned 15,000 people in one night. | 

If the -Forty Thieves" started op- 
(■rations in Bagdad nowadays they 
would go to jail: Sinbad himself 
would be asked to tell it to the Danes. 
Dashing /obeida. with her fast social 
set, would sigh in vain for the gay 
life of old. Modern Bagdad has no 
time for scandal and duels; it has ' 
found its work. 

Till lately Bagdad, more than any 
other city in the Near East, has been i 
slow to yield to Europe's influence. : 
For centuries Bagdad kept close to I 
the Bed uin life, tinier the sway of 
nomad customs. Even now Bagdad's 
famous bazaars, despite her evolution 
| in other ways, are conducted as they 
were a thousand years ago. These 
| Arab trading places have changed not 
i one whit since Abraham's time. Here 
I is barter and sale as Marco Polo 
' found it. as it was in the days of the j 
Three Wise Men who bought gifts 
for Bethlehem.

Auto and Electric Met Head-On and

Meeting head-on at the turn on 
Cambridge street near the Country 
Club, an automobile pursued by an 
Arlington policeman, and an Arling- 
ton bound electric, crashed shortly 
after 10 o'clock last night.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON CAM- 
BRIDGE STREET 

Winchester experienced its worst 
motor accident for some time early 
Tuesday morning when a Studebaker 
touring car containing five men over- 
turned on Cambridge street at a point 
about 50 feet to the north of Church 
street, killing one of the occupants 
outright and fatally injuring another. 
The accident occurred at about 2:30 
o'clock. 

There are several stories of the af- 
fair, but most reports seem to agree 
that the Studebaker was traveling 
north and had passed the beacon at 
Church and High streets when it 
swerved into a telegraph pole. After 
striking the pole the machine hit a 
tree and overturned about 50 feet dis- 
tant on the right hand side of the road. 

A resident living near the scene Of 
the disaster notified police headquar- 
ters of the trouble and officers John 
No. nan ami William Cassidy were 
dispatched thither. 

Upon arrival they found two of the 
occupants of the car near the bat- 
tered wreck, apparently uninjured. A 
third. Raymond B. Hayes of 4i>7 
Brookline avenue, Boston, .had already 
been taken to the Winchester Hospital 
by William H. Magee, an Arlington 
taxi driver. 

In the meantime officer John Regan, 
who was on duty in the square, no- 
ticed a man headed north on Main 
street, minus his hat and acting in a 
suspicious manner, simultaneously he 
received a report of the accident from 
a passing motorist. After a chase up 
Main street the patrolman placed his 
man under arrest in the rear of the 
Taylor property near Lake street. The 
latter gave his name as Harry F. 
Saum of 471 Brookline avenue, Rox- 
bury, and admitted having been in an 
accident. 

After securing him officer Regan 
with 3. N. Smith hastened to the scene 
of the accident where they joined offi- 
cers Cassidy and Noonan who with the 
aid of Lawrence McLaughlin were 
trying to raise the wrecked machine 
to release Thomas F. McNiff of 58 
Francis street, Roxbury, who was 
pinned beneath it. A call for assist- 
ance was sent in to fire headmiarters 
and finally McNiff was freed. He was 
unconscious nnd badly battered about 
the head. He was rushed to the hos- 
pital, but Drs. Milton J. Quinn and R. 
F. Brown pronounced him dead u|>on 
arrival. 

Hayes died at 3:20 a. m. He was 
alive when he was received at the hos- 
pital but was beyond medical aid. Rev. 
Fr. Cornelius J. Murray of St. Mary's 
administered to the dying man the 
last rites of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Both Fr. Murray and the 
physicians were summoned by Miss 
Winifred Joyce, night operator on du- 
ty at the Winchester Telephone Ex- 
change, as soon as news of the acci 
dent reached her. 

Medical Examiner Vernon G. Stew- 
ait viewed the bodies and pronounced 
the deaths due to fractured skulls and 
internal injuries. After being viewed 
the bodies were taken in charge by 
Undertaker E. P. Sullivan who re- 
moved them to his undertaking rooms. 
That, of McNiff was identified by his 
brother, Peter McNiff, who had been 
a member of the party. Hayes was 
identified by papers upon his person, 
and later in the morning by his broth- 
er and wife. The bodies were claimed 
during the afternoon by undertaking 
establishments at Roxbury and New- 
buryport. 

Peter McNiff, Saum and Thomas F. 
Killeen. the latter of 77S Massachu- 
setts avenue, and the fifth occupant 
of the car were taken to the Winches- 
ter Police Station, and the blood- 
stained wreck of the Studebaker was 
towed to the Central Garage where it 
was an obiect of curiosity throughout 
the day. In it were found a pint bot- 
tle half full of alleged liquor and two 
small glasses which were held by the 
police. 

Saum was charged by the authori- 
ties with manslaughter, driving under 
the influence of liquor and with drun- 
kenness. Killeen was charged with 
drunkenness. According to the police 
the former admitted driving the car. 

Arraigned in the District Court at 
Woburn Tuesday morning Saum was 
formally charged with manslaughter 
on two counts, Killeen being charged 
with drunkenness. Additional charges 
of driving while under the influence of 
liquor and drunkenness were preferred 
against Saum. 

Before being arraigned Saum was 
permitted to speak with his wife in an 
ante-room of the court. He pleaded 
not guilty nnd was held in $2500 for a 
continuation of the hearing today. 
Killeen was held in $100 until today. 

Raymond B. Haves, one of th» two 
men to lose his life "in the accident 
was the proprietor of a garage nt 4<V7 
Brookline avenue Boston, and an 
agent for in automobile concern. He 
was 30 vears of age and leaves a wife 
nnd child, also his mother. Mrs. Ar- 
thur W. MaypanL all of whom make 
their homo in Newburyport at 52 Fed- 
eral street. ... 

Thomas F. McNiff, the other victim 
was the sen of Mr. and Mr*. P«Vr 
■ McNht of 58 -Francis street. Rnxb'trv. 
and was 28 years of age He had heen 
a resident of Roxbtirv all h's life, and 
was emnloved «s assistant head wait- 
er at the Hotel Victoria in Boston.

JAMES P. BOUTWEU. DEAD 

Mr. James P. Boutwell passed 
away at his home on Winthrop stree*. 
last night at 12 o'clock after an ill- 
ness of many years. He was 77 
years of age. 

Mr. Boutwell was a native of 
Wentworth, N. H„ and received his 
early education in the public schools 
of Sanborn ton and New Hampton. 
N. H. He married Miss Hannah 
Huntington of Norwich, Conn., in 
1873, and shortly after hia marriage 
he came to this town, making his 
home here ever since, a perrod of 
over SI years. His wife died about 
two years ago, and he is survived on- 
ly by one daughter, Mrs. Everett A. 
Smith, with whom he made his home. 

During his residence here he was 
prominent in church and civic mat- 
ters. Hp was an old member of the 
First Congregational Church, served 
on the Board of Selectmen in 1899, 
1900. 1901, 1910 and 1911, being 
chairman of the board for the last 
two years, and was a member and 
chairman of the Board of Assessors 
for several years. He was a Mason, 
being affiliated with William Park- 
man Lodge, and was a member of 
the Royal Arcaum. For many years 
he was in the wool business in Bos- 
ton, retiring about six years ago, 
when he suffered a severe shock. 
Since that time his condition had im- 
proved at times, but successive 
shocks sapped his strength, and since 
another shock about ten days ago 
he had failed rapidly.

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DRUNKEN DRIVER ARRESTED 
AFTER CHASE 

After an exciting chase in a com- 
mandeered machine, Officer Mark Kel- 
ley of the Winchester police took in- 
to custody last Sunday evening two 
men whom he had previously at- 
tempted to stop for driving their ma- 
chine at an excessive speed over the 
Town's highways. 

Officer Kelley was on duty at the 
West Side when he noticed a car com- 
ing toward him and proceeding along 
Church street at a high rate of speed. 
He signed the driver to stop, but the 
later disregarded the patrolman and 
continued upon his way. 

Commandeering another machine 
Officer Kelley gave chase along 
Church street through the Square, 
where he apprehended the men at the 
junction of Main street and the Park- 
way. , 

Placing them under arrest he took 
them to police headquarters where 
they were booked on charges of fail- 
ure to stop upon signal by an officer, 
driving while under the influence of 
liquor and drunkenness. They gave , 
their names as William Flemming, 33 | 
and John Keidy, 21, both of Somer- 
ville. Reidy, who had been operating 
the car had no registration with him 
and after hearing Officer Kelley's re- 
port Lieut. Harrold decided to hold 
the men until he could investigate the 
case a bit. 

With this decision hi* troubles be- 
gan. The car in which the men had 
been riding was what is commonly 
termed a "mongrel." It resembled an 
Essex as much as it did any make yet 
no two of its component parts seemed 
to be mates. It had only one number 
plate, and that a crude home made 
«ffair. 

The number thereon proved to be 
that of a car registered to a Cam- 
bridge young lady and the police of 
that city were appealed to in an ef- 
fort tii locate her.

The old adage. "A Tooth for Every 
Child" is a mistaken idea.

The whole grain breads and " 
cereals are also high in mineral con- 
tent, which white breads and cereals 
do not supply. Whole wheat, oats, 
corn, and other grains can be ob- 
tained in flour and cereal form. The 
leafy vegetables, as spinach, chard, 
and cabbage have more value in the 
diet than tubers, as potatoes, and are 
not fattening.

roadway. 

Acting upon the information Chief 
William R. Mcintosh and Sergt. Wil- 
liam Rogers accompanied Simmons 
to the spot where upon their arrival 
they discovered two men in the act 
of loading the tires into a Ford se- 
dan. 

The men were placed under arrest 
and taken to local headquarters 
where they were locked up, the Ford 
being also removed to the station 
house. When booked, the men gave 
their names as Elias Berman of 43 
Johnston road, Dorchester, now liv- 
ing at L street, Bay Side, Hull, and 
John F. Donavan of 96 Warren avenue 
Boston. Both were charged with the 
larceny of 11 automobile shoes which 
were found in their possession. 

Investigation proved that Berman 
was a tire dealer with a shop at 1125 
Washington street, Boston, known as 
the Massachusetts Tire and Rubber 
Company. Additional information 
disclosed the fact that five of the 11 
shoes had been stolen from the Wake- 
field Radiator Company of 177 Main 
street, Woburn, the store having been 
broken into about 3.30 o'clock on 
Monday morning. P. J. Boudreau, 
proprietor of the latter establishment 
identified the tires as those taken, 
and after communicating with the 
Metropolitan Police, Berman and 
Donavan were turned over to the Wo- 
burn authorities who also took the 
sedan and stolen shoes. 

Both men appeared in the District 
Court at Woburn Tuesday morning 
where they were charged by the Wo- 
burn police with breaking and enter- 
ing and with the larceny of the tires. 
Berman. the proprietor of the Massa- 
chusetts Tire and Rubber Company, 
was also charged with receiving stol- 
en goods. 

The pair were bound over until 
next Tuesday for a continuance of 
their case, it having developed that 
the men are two of a quartette who 
operate as a gang of tire thieves. 
The authorities expect to have the 
missing members in custody before 
the resumption of the trial. It was 
further discovered that Donavan had 
been released from the Concord re- 
formatory on parole the very morn- 
ing of the day he was arrested by the 
Winchester police, who have been 
warmly congratulated upon what is 
considered to be a worth-while cap- 
ture.. _

Sleep was impossible. To lie relaxed 
even was to be rolled unmercifully 
and bruised. The crew in cots would 
slkle athartship, picking up speed on 
the way. and crash against the side, 
everyone getting spilled to the deck 
into half an inch ol water. It was 
cold, too. We were north of Hatteras. 
I tried to rest at least during the even- 
ing as I was to go on watch at mid- 
night, but at 11:45 I was glad to turn 
out of my bunk and drag myself along 
to the engine room. Here the expanse 
of greasy deck was just the ally the 
sea needed. The only way to get about 
to inspect this or that machine was to 
let the sea slide you to it and once 
arrived sit down quickly on the deck 
and hang on. 

Thus a miserable, sleepless, exhaust- 
ing night passed. Dawn brought 
smcoth water in the shi als off the Vir- 
ginia Capes and we finally anchored 
in Hampton Roads. Here we lav all 
day, all hands busily engaged in re- 
ceiving: and stowing stores and am- 
munition.

Not only is this mail morgue the 
final resting place for letters and par- 
cels that go astray because of faulty 
addresses, hut it is also the repository 
for contraband goods, such as fire- 
arms, alcohol and narcotics, as well as 
deadly bombs and infernal machine*.

Born at Salem, Maj. Hammond 
moved with his parents when but a 
child to Beverly. When the civil war 
broke out he was 22 years old. With 
his brother Philip he was the nrst to 
enlist in Beverly at Gov. Andrew's 
call for volunteers. He took part in 
more than 100 engagements, but came 
out unscathed. 

Enlisting in Company E, 8th Massa- 
chusetts infantry, for three months, he 
re-enlisted in Company E, 23d Massa- 
chusetts infantry, both companies 
from Beverly. He rose from the ranks 
to Captain and at the close of the war 
was a brevet-major. 

Going to Haverhill. h« established a 
shoe factory there with his brother- 
in-law. George E. Stieknev, and then 
went to Charleston N. H., where he 
joined the Lincoln Post 28, G. A. R. 
Returning to Haverhill he served on 
the city council in 1883-84, as alder- 
man in 1885-80. and as city marshal 
in 1887-88. 

He resigned the following year to 
become a State detective and served 
until 1895. He was reappointed in 
1890 and was on the State police force 
until June 30, 1904, when he was re- 
tired. 

For his work in aiding volunteer 
work during the Civil War he was 
presented a sword by Beverly citizens 
at the close of the war and on his 
retirement from the State police at 
the end of 16 years' service he was the 
recipient of a solid silver tea service, 
presented by his comrades. 

He was a past commander of Maj. 
How Post. 27. C. A. R.. and a past 
comnnndT of Lincoln Post of Charles- 
ton. N. H . He wa« »lso an active 
member of the Loyal Legion.

Eliza 
Putnam Heaton, a native of Danvers, 
Mass., and a graduate of Boston Uni- 
versity, was a pioneer journalist, Sun- 
day editor of the New York Recorder, 
a student and writer of Italian peas- 
ant-character and traditions, author 
of several books including "By Paths 
in Sicily" and a contribution to Ital- 
ian newspapers. Mr. John I* Heaton, I 
his father, is an editor of th<* New I 
York World and a trustee of the Pu- 1 
Htzer School of Journalism of Colum- 
bia University. After a brief period 
at law. nnd with the Bureau of Muni- 
cipal Research, Mr. Heaton followed 
in his parents' faotsteps and entered 
the staff of the Survey Magazine as 
an editor and business manager. 
Called to Boston four years later by 
Wm. Filenes' Sons Company as man- 
ager of their Research department, he 
remained with them for four years, 
then going to the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce as director of the Bureau 
of Information and Investigation and 
finally becoming editor of Current Af- 
fairs.

Shakespeare Built Up 

Language in Writings 

When Shakespeare was at the height 
of liis powers, be almost made his 
language, as the Ataerleuus say they 
do today, as he went along. Dr. George 
Gordon of Oxford pointed out In a 
lecture On Shakespeare Knglish be- 
fore the Hoyul institution of London. 

Referring to the stute of the Kng- 
lish language In the Sixteenth cen- 
tury. Professor Cordon said there was 
no fixed pronunciation or accent and 
there was neither a standard gram- 
mar nor a standard dictionary. The 
first quality of Elizabethan and there- 
fore of Shakespearean Knglish was 
its hospitality and Its passion for ex- 
periment, Its willingness to use every 
form of verbal wealth, to try every- 
thing "once, at least." 

So far dlil It go, this movement of 
linguistic anarchy, declared Professor 
Gordon, that prudent, word-fearing 
men grew alarmed, and later new 
words were blacklisted.

WAITERS AGAIN WINS TITLE 



Few people realize how important 
a factor are our public schools in the 
prosperity and growth 0 f a communi- 
ty — purely a commercial viewpoint. 
Wo measure the products of our 
schools in terms of cultural and edu- 
cational value, their spiritual influ- 
ence, their part in developing better 
citizenship, their work in equipping 
our youth to meet the problems of 
life. These primary products are of 
first important, and it is a whole- 
some condition that they are so 
■tressed. However, we often over- 
look the fact that a community with- 
out an effective school system may be 
not only lacking in these essential ele- 
ment but likely to be equally as far 
behind in material prosperity. 

When the time comes for a family 
to change its residence, a location ac- 
cessible to an efficient school is of 
first concern. This is true in intra 
as well as inter-city movem-.-nts. 
Realty values are affected by proxi- 
mity to the class room. A good school 
will surround itself with a solid popu- 
lation of industrious families; fami- 
lies whose wants must be supplied, 
who build up church memberships, 
patronize shops and stores, give their 
patronage to the professions, and thus 
fill the arteries with the blood of busi- 
ness. 

The Better Schools Ix-ague calls at- 
tention to this phase of school influ- 
ence that aids in building up the busi- 
ness welfare of a district as well as 
leading in the mental and ethical de- 
velopment of its youth. A substan- 
tial, slightly and well-equipped sehool 
plant, manned by a teaching force of 
personality and power, with adequate 
facilities for study and play, is a 
source of prestige, a worthy asset to 
city district or country town. Such 
a School atmosphere makes for sta- 
bility in the property surroundings, 
ini reusing Ian I values through it* in- 
fluence <>ti the character of the neigh- 
borhood and the volume of trade. 

We have the testimony of a former 
cabinet member who has said that am- 
bitious citizens will go where educa- 
tion may be hail for their children 
The same point is emphasized in the 
story of another prominent American 
who telis of his father's leaving the 
backwoods of the Ozark Mountains 
because there were available but 
three months of school. "My father 
packed our belongings » covered 
wagon," he relates, "and went to a 
new State— and we moved out of a 
three months* school into a nine 
months' one, with a free high school." 

This bads vis to wonder how desir- 
able are new residents to a communi- 
ty yho are not sufficiently interested 
in their children to inquire regarding 
school advantages before establish- 
ing a new home. It has been said. 
"We can judge of a civilization as 
well as an individual by the way 
childhood is treated." 

This is a view of a by-product of 
ou. schools, a form of public service 
to the community that should impress 
residents w""« ' no occasion to 
.veil as non-resi- 
, both of whom 
hey have taxa- 
..-nate benefits. 
.. importance of the products and 
by products of our schools may be 
summarized in the words of Herbert 
Hoover. "If we were to suppress our 
educational system for a sintrle gen- 
eration the equipment would decay, 
the most of our people would die of 
starvation, and intellectually and spir- 
itually we should slip t ack 4000 years 
in human progress. We could recover 
the loss of any other big business in 
a few yeurs -but not this one."

Watp Taken High Rank 

as Builder of Nest*. 

Wasps are the master architect* of 
the Jungle. 

Masons, tailors, carpenters, decora- 
tors, paper manufacturers and builders 
of sky scrapers— all of these trades and 
many mure tire open secrets amoug 
the wtispri. 

There appears to be almost an es- 
thetic sense among som.- species,, 
writes Paul (irlswold Holmes of the- 
Bruce museum at (ijtaeuwich, In Na- 
ture Magazine. I have found the ex- 
ijuLsite homes of the Xecturina wns|>« 
so beautifully decorated In color that 
I could searcely believe- my eyes. 

These little wasps are found in ei4o»- 
ides. They are rather timtd end sel- 
dom sting, due may disturb their 
nests with impunity. The nests are 
of paper, constructed by mui-eratlng 
Wood pulp Into pii|>er ribbon. The col- 
or of this baste material In the case 
of the- series in question Is coppery 
brown. When Die nest Is almost 
finished It Is beautifully decorated by 
the addition of strl|tes and bands of 
pure will I e. These are laid on In In- 
teresting designs. 

The bottom of the nest Is pure white, 
as a rule, hut In one memorable ease 
all the white portions were washed 
with the most delicate similes of pink 
and green. 

Within the nests are tiers of hex- 
agonal cells of paper, wherein the 
young wasps sre reared, after the 
fashion of other paper wasps. 

The walls of nests are often ns thin 
as tissue paper, and It Is surprising 
how they withstand the tropieiU*down* 
pours. ^ 

Few Snakee Harmful 

Most common snakes are beneficial 
In their food habits nnJ should be 
protected. Wherever snakes are pres- 
ent fu abnormally large numbers 
there must be nn abundance of living 
animal food In the vicinity to attract 
them. This food consists largely of 
Injurious rodents and Insects, pest* 
of garden crops nnd stored foodstuffs. 
Snakes eat such small living crea- 
tures as earthworms, spiders, grass- 
hoppers, salamanders, small frogs, 
mice, rats, chipmunks and young rab- 
bits. King snakes ore able to kill rat- 
tlesnakes and have been known to 
eat them. The little red-bellied. snake 
subsists to a large extent on slugs, 
which are very destructive to gar- 
dens, ltullsnnkes nnd gopher snakes 
destroy large numbers of injurious 
ro/lents In the course of a year. The 
food habits of very few snakes con- 
flict with man's interests.

• The Life of Samuel J. Elder," 
by Margaret M. Elder 

To Englishmen, since the ego dies 
hard in us all, one of the most strik- 
ing points in Miss Elder's biography 
of her father will be the sidelight it 
throws upon British methods of dip- 
lomatic tact. It is significant to find 
Samuel J. Elder commenting with the 
impartiality of an outsider on the 
courtesy and tolerance which must 
have rendered us inestimable service 
in our dealings with other nations. A 
member of the counsel of the Atlantic 
Fisheries Arbitration in 1010, he 
wrote to his friends in America full 
of admiration for the English advo- 
cate, Sir Robert Findlay— "He em- 
ployed a style of argument we seldom 
see here in this country. We are en- 
tirely too aggressive ... He would 
admit and concede many things, but 
in the end he would crush. . ; . I 
have often compared the two sports 
of baseball and cricket with the style 
of argument of the two nations." 
However, it is not only because of 
this brilliant lawyer's views on our 
affairs that the story of his career 
and his arduous work in the cause of 
World Peace will be read over here 
with uncommon interest. The man 
himself, recreated by his daughter's 
pen. is a magnetic personality, equal- 
ly likeable in his undaunted energy 
and his moods of melancholy and self- 
distrust. Surely no one left behind 
more valuable material for a biogra- 
phy — notes, diaries, correspondence. 
And certainly no biographer ever han- 
dled material with more sympathetic 
imagination and real literary ability. 
Here is biography in its truest form, 
conscientious in detail, fearlessly hon- 
est, holding all the vital stuff of life 
without any of jts lapses into dull- 
ness.

"The Chanter has again furnished 
four magazine subscriptions to the 
school during the year, and has also 
supplied milk and crackers for under- 
weight children, whose parents could 
not supply this additional nourish- 
ment.

The following letter accompanied by 
many names of residents of the dis- 
trict, has been presented to the School 
Committee in the endeavor of citizens 
of Winchester Highlands to have the 
n«w school buildintr now under process 
of erection at the North Reservoir 
named the "Highland School."

Committee, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Mr. Robert M. Stone, Chairman. 
My dear Mr. Stone: 

When we started our petition disap- 
proving naming the new school 
"George Washington," we did not sig- 
nify a deiire for any special name be- 
cause we did not then know what the 
general sentiment might be. 

In going about, many names were 
mentioned all liut one suggesting the 
location of the school. Consequently 
we stilted in our letter that. "The gen- 
eral sentiment with those interviewed 
has been in favor of a name designat- 
ing the location or the district where 
the school is situated." We are now 
more assured than ever that this con- 
clusion i> :'i«;ht. 

In one end of our district many 
signatures have been secured favor- 
ing the name "Washington" on the 
misinformation that if the school is 
not named "Washington" the children 
of that section will be sent to either 
the Lincoln or the Socman Schools. 
In the other end of the district many 
who prefer the name "Highland" have 
been influenced not to sign for it on 
the suggestion that the old Highland 
School is to be retained. Other signa- 
tures have been obtained for "Wash- 
ington" or "George Washington" be- 
cause the signers inferred that there 
wa - no other choice. 

In your letter of May 11. attention 
is called to the fact that the "School 
Department is the only department 
wh"se work is wholly for the chil- 
dren." However that may be, the de- 
partment is not alone in working for 
the children. Those of the School 
Committee who are parents them- 
selves will pardon us for feeling that 
however sincere or great the interest 
of a temporary committee may be in 
our children. ' their interest cannot 
possibly match that of the parents 
who pay the m ice, and whose interest, 
i n ! responsibility is constant and per- 
manent. It is not likely that we would 
wish to demive them of anything that 
we dd be of value to them. 

We are informed that petitions are 
being circulated for the name "Wash- 
ington" outside of our district and by 
non-residents of our district. This, we 
consider is not fair. In our petition 
which is herewith enc'osed. signatures 
secured outside the district by solici- 
tors who mi-undcivtood the situation 
have been blue-penciled. Regardless 
of the peisonal feelings of the indi- 
vidual members of the School Com- 
mittee for either name, we depend up- 
en the committee as a whole to con- 
rider only residents who represent and 
have a right to speak for our district. 

Regretting the need of giving yon 
this added problem and hoping that it 
n»i- ho settled for the best interests 
of the entire district, we are 
Res'ioctfullv, 
Madeline 11.

FLEEING MOTORIST CAPTURED 
AFTER COLLISION 



Winchester Police headquarters 
was notified a few minutes after l> 
o'clock Sunday evening of an autoju 
mobile accident on Cambridge strt'ifl:

Upon arrival the officers found that 
three machines had figured in the 
crash which took place just beyond 
the town line in.

The operator of the Ford had dis- 
appeared and Bergquist told the po- 
lice that he had escaped despite his 
own efforts to hold him until the ar- 
rival of the police.

EXERCISE AND DIET FOR NOR- 
MAL WEIGHT 

Exercise and diet are both impor- 
tant in maintaining normal weight, 
aays the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. Overweight per- 
sons cannot reduce by exercise alone: 
under weights cannot gain by mere- 
ly attention to amount of food eat- 
en. It has been especially noticed 
that many school children are under- 
weight in spite of the fact that they 
eat sufficient food. The trouble may 



lie in lack of sleep, in nervousness, 
in too much exercise, in not enough 
exercise out-of-doors. Fresh air and 
sunshine and exercise out-of-doors 
will help the body to use materials 
from the food which is eaten. 

Plenty of sleep and rest periods 
during the day will help the under- 
weight gain. 

The overweight must watch the 
diet strictly, being sure to include 
the necessary foods and to cut down 
on starches, sugars, and excess fats. 
Regular daily exercise is important.

The Annual Commencement Exer- 
cises of the Church School of the 
Parish of the Epiphany were held in 
the Church at 11 o'clock on Sunday 
morning.

GIFT FROM THE W1NTON CLUB 
! TO WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 

' At its annual meeting this spring, 
the Winton Club voted to turn over to 

! the Hospital Building Committee 
$11X10 to be used for the linen room in 

' the new hospital. This gift is made 

' from a fund built up from the pro- 
ceeds of the cabarets which the club 
has given so successfully and is in 
addition to the annual gift of linen 
to the amount of $500 which the club 
has made for some years. 

In a simple way, the Winton Club 
has. in the 16 years of its existence, 
worked loyally for the hospital. At 
present the regular meeting each 
month is given over to sewing, and a 
very substantial contribution of baby 
clothes, blankets, tray-cloths, etc. goes 
to the hospital during the club year. 
When the hospital was built, the Win- 
ton Club furnished a room which it 
supplies with the necessary appoint- 
ments as need for replenishment 
arises. For the past three years extra 
meetings at which surgical dressings 
were made, have been held. This has 
been in the nature of emergency work, 
and will probably not be necessary 
when the new hospital is completed 
and there is a larger number of nurses 
at the hospital. 

The gi nernl public knows of the 
Winton Club chiefly through its caba- 
rets, in which the club has had the 
generous support of the public, but it 
is a pleasure to record the less con- 
spicuous activities of the organization 
which bear witness to the constant in- 
terest of the club in the nee.

WINCHESTER GIRL WROTE 
WINNING LETTER 



The Senate Sub-Committee of the 
Judiciary, which conducted the hear- 
ings on the modification bills, recom- 
mended "Indefinite postponement" of I 
all the beer, referendum and repeal 
bills which were before the Judiciary 
Committee. The report will go to the 
full committee, which will probably 1 
receive it at its next meeting. The 
report is subject to the approval of the ' 
full committee. It is expected it will 
be approved. Senator Rice W. Means, 
the original chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee, made the report. The text of 
it follows: 

"The Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States was j 
ratified according to a proclamation 
of the Secretary of State, Jan. 2M. 1 
1919. We believe this amendment to j 
be morally right and economically | 
wise. 

"So long as this amendment is a . 
part of our fundamental law. it is the 
duty of all officers, legislative, execu- I 
tive. and judicial, to aid in its en- j 
foreement. 

"The advocates of modification of 
the present prohibition laws propose 
to weaken the same. They seek, di- j 
rectly or indirectly, to authorize the j 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
In veragos. 

"The Constitutii.n is a grant of 
powers. Those powers tire limited and 
such limits are not to be transcended. 
A national referendum is not provided 
for, and it is our belief that it was not 
the intention of the f tamers of the 
Constitution that u national referen- 
dum would ever be attempted. No laws 
have been enacted which provide a 
machinery for the holding of such a 
referendu m. 

"Wherefore, your sub-committee 
recommends that all of the above 
named joint resolutions ami Senate 
bills and the amendments thereto be 
indefinitely postponed. 

At the recent 18th biennial conven- 
tion of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs held in Atlantic City, 
N. J. Iii.ooo delegates, representing a 
membership of 2,800,000 women in the 
United States, pledged uncompromis- 
ing support of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the National Prohibition 
Act. There was not a single dissent- 
ing voice against the passage of the 
resolution, which was adopted with- 
out discussion. Throughout the con- 
vention law enforcement occupied a 
large place on the program. 

Mrs. John l>. Sherman, president 
of the Federation said at the opening 
session, "The need of stressing this 
phase of our law enforcement pro- 
gram at the present time is indicated 
by the organized opposition to the 
prohibition law. It is the only phase 
of law enforcement in this country on 
which there is such organized oppo- 
sition. Mrs. Edward Franklin White, 
first vice-president anil chairman of 
the recently createtl division of law 
enforcement, made an appeal to "Vote 
for dry candidates for all Natibmtf 
ami State offices."

LOCAL BASEBALL SEASON ENDS 



With the Reading game last Friday 
Winchester High closed its 1926 base- 
ball season, the first in several years 
which could not be chalked up as a 
credit to the Red and Black. 

Winchester played 16 interscholas- 
tic games, winning 8, with a standing 
of .500 in the Mystic League and for 
its entire schedule. Not such a sorry 
showing, if one didn't happen to see 
the games in question. The locals 
had no license to lose the contests with 
Somerville, Wakefield and Watertown. 
while the Arlington and Reading bat- 
tles at the worst should have gone in- 
to extra innings for decisions away 
from home. 

That's assuming Coach Mansfield's 
boys played even the common or barn- 
yard variety of baseball. Ordinary 
playing would have given them at 
least an 11 to ."> rating without the 
Ailington and Reading battles. 

The games mentioned above were 
thrown away by absolutely inexcusa- 
ble errors, both of omission and com- 
mission. At times this year Winches- 
ter has looked immense. Again, its 
nine has not played up to standard of 
the average kids' neighborhood outfit. 
Consistency was a virtue its players 
knew nothing about. While we should 
not expect finished baseball from high 
school boys, it is. nevertheless, true 
that local fans had a right to expect 
a much better showing than was the 
case. 

The spirit of the team as a whole 
was poor. There was entirely too 
much talk throughout the season of 
turning in suits, if this or that thing 
wasn't done. At least two good play- 
ers quit the team because conditions 
were not to their liking. Another had 
to be laid off for an infraction of 
school rules. Not for a long time has 
a coach had the problems to face which 
have fallen to Mr. Mansfield's lot. He 
is probably delighted that the season 
is over. We should be, if we were in 
his shoes. Granted, he may have made 
mistakes. Sound baseball men have 
questioned his judgment at times, but 
let no one mistake his motive. He was 
actuated by but one idea, the best in- 
terests of the boys and school. He 
deserved a much better break. 

Much of his trouble can be traced 
to an erroneous impression which 
many of his regulars possessed; the 
thought that as ball players they had 
nothing left to learn. How any one on 
the Winchester team could figure him- 
self good after the first Wakefield 
game is beyond us. yet apparently 
even that fiasco did not wake the boys 
to the necessity for hard conscientious 
work. 

Winchester had the makings of a 
very fair ball club this season. It had 
the best pitching in the Mystic League. 
It should have been battling Woburn 
and Arlington for the supremacy of 
the circuit instead of being hopelessly 
out of it at midseason. 

There were a few rifts in the sea- 
son's clouds. The pitching perform- 
ances of Hatch. Callahan and Harri- 
man were splendid. The batting and 
everlasting fight of "Spike" O'Donnell 
was great. So was the improvement 
shown by "Tim" Murphy behind the 
bat. With the possible exception of 
Hamm, the Arlington backstop, Mur- 
phy was the best all-around catcher 
in the Mystic League to our way of 
thinking, and it's hard to see how 
Hatch can be left off any All-Mystic 
pitching staff. Callahan made an ex- 
cellent impression in the few games 
he worked and should be a whiz anoth- 
er year. 

The present club will be hard hit 
by graduation and ineligibility, losing 
of its regulars. Harriman and Ken- 
drick. pitchers; Murphv, catcher; Fitz- 
gerald, O'Donnell and Ambrose, in- 
fielders; and Chamberland and Robin- 
son, outfielders; quite a delegation. 
The outlook for another year is not 
particularly roseate, yet with good 
pitching all is not lost, and with Hatch 
and Callahan available Winchester has 
a running start in the box for 1927.

The name "Zulu." which means 
"sky," was. not further back than a 
hundred years, confined to a small ami 
Insignificant tribe, occupying that part 
of the White Unifolozi valley which 
falls between the Mahlabatina mag- 
istracy on the north and that of Mel- 
moth on the south, according to Ad- 
venture Magazine. Zulu, sou of a cer- 
tain Malandela. flourished In Zululaod 
probably during the Sixteenth century. 

This son is said to have quarreled 
with his elder brother Qwabe. who 
took exception to the former being 
presented by his mother with a cer- 
tain white ox, with the result that 
Zulu left with his followers to o»-- 
cupy the White Unifolozi valley, while 
Qwabe went to live nearer the const 
on the south side of the L'mhlatuzo 
river and in what Is known as Kshowe 
district. 

It wns with the help of the chief 
Of the Mtetwa tribe that TRhaktt, who 
whs not the proper heir, became chief 
of the Zulu tribe. No sooner did he 
become chief than he began to hull tl 
up nn extraordinary military organiza- 
tion, and to attempt what hud never 
been attempted before, namely, to fuse 
the various tribes Into n nation.

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BOY SCOUT NEWS 

Sixty Boy Scouts of the four Win- 
cheater troops gave a demonstration 
of their tests and games before an 
enthusiastic gathering of parents and 
friends at the Town Hall on the even- 
ing of June 11. The flag signalling 
and "antelope" racing (a variation of 
"snap-the-whip") were particularly 
enjoyed. After the events of the 
evening, which were under the direc- 
tion of Scout Executive Arthur E. 
Butters, all Scouts who had won merit 
badges or promotions in rank since 
the last rally were presented with the 
customary tokens by Scout Commis- 
sioner Maurice F. Brown. President 
H. Wadsworth Might of the Council 
then introduced Rev. George Hale 
Reed, who announced an event seldom 
equalled in Winchester scouting. Three 
boys, Henry Brown, Cordon Bennett 
and Bradford Hill, had attained the 
highest rank in Scouting— that of a 
"Eagle Scout." It is very seldom in 
any community that more than one 
Scout is raised to this distinction at 
one time, as all-round tests are re- 
quired, over a two or three years peri- 
od. Two of the Eagles were from 
Troop 3 and one from Troop 2. 

Mr. Butters then described the sum- 
mer camp ut Northport, Me., beginning 
Aug. 14 and lasting for two weeks. 
This will be at the same spot a« last 
summer, a regular camp site. North- 
port is a point of call on the Eastern 
Steamship Company route from Bos- 
Ion, below Belfast, Me. on the pic- 
turesque Penobscot Hay. The vicinity 
of this bay is one of the most beau- 
tiful sections of the Maine coast, and 
combines sea, mountains and country 
so well that it has In-come famous as 
a summer resort. 

A truck will go over the road from 
Winchester, in charge of one of the 
camp officials, leaving Saturday morn- 
ing. Overnight stop will be made at 
Mr. Bradford's farmhouse, well re- 
membered bv last year's campers. 
Most of the Scouts will go by the reg- 
ular Boston-Bangor steamer, leaving 
Boston Saturday night at .'■ o'clock 
daylight time. 

Twenty-two Scouts attended camp 
last summer, under the supervision of 
three Scout officials, and the following 
have so far "signed up" for this year:

The sidewalks of Winchester belong i 
to pedestrians, and it would be unwise 
for the driver of a team or the indi- | 
vidual in charge of a motor to invade I 
them. But have not vehicles is the 
streets rights which other persons are 
bound to respect? The Spectator re- 
cently saw two women with a baby 
coach. They were leisurely proceed- 
ing up a street on which a few mo- 
ments later several cars were counted. 
This is a risky sort of procedure. The 
baby was too young to know any- 
thing about "Safety first," and per- 
haps the guardians of the infant are 
not well qualified to give instruction 
on that line. A lecturer on guarding 
against accidents would not recom- 
mend this style of promenade. 

Apparently the youth of the period 
never refers to his father as "gover- ' 
nor." There usexl to be right here in 
Winchester 16-year-old lads who con- 
sidered the use of that term as proof 
of maturity and worldly-wisdom. 

How many Winchesterites can re- , 
call when the old folks told us the way 
to catch a bird was to put salt on its 
tail and when one went traveling a 
h< rsehidc covered trunk was packed 
and a carpet bag carried '.' 

There are men and women who re- 
member the day they began to learn 
that a book five years old may be out 
of date while one 15 or 50 years old 
may he useful. For instance the 
school geography of a past generation 
is far behind the times, while an old 
arithmetic or grammar may be as I 
helpful as one that was printed n 
week ago. An old reader may be full j 
of matter worth reading, and should 
one in the teens mid treasures which 
grandfather and grandmother read 
the experience is a new one. It was 
a surprise to the Spectator in boyhood 
to light on an old school book in 
which "Wisconsin" appeared as "Ouis- 
consin"— the old French name was 
new to us. Possibly there are boys 
and irirls in Winchester today who do 
not know that Alaska used to be Rus- 
sian America, that Hawaii was Owhy- 
that. that Australia was New Holland, 
that Welschland was thi- old German 
for Italy, and that Ireland was in an- 
cient days called Scotland. These are 
not matters of first importance, but 
they have a curious interest. 

A conversation with a Winchester- 
ite turned on his hospital experience. 
He was convinced that of all mechani- 
cal work, the best and most skillful 
is thni of the surgeon. In many lines 
of effort if a mistake is made it can 
quickly be corrected, but the surgeon, 
knowing that his error may result in 
dea'h. takes special care. He de- 
scribed an operation of the most deli- 
cate nature, which he bore without an 
anesthetic, and said that the nain was 
scarcely worth mentioning. The skill 
necessary to the success achieved 
matches' that of the deft swordsmen 
of old. In hospitals as elsewhere 
there is the contrast between those of 
real courage and those who merely 
a«sume the courage they have not.

Had 
the examination resulted in an assur- 
ance that there was nothing the mat- 
ter with him he would have gone 
forth to declare that he would have 
faced anything. A woman who did 
not boast of endurance but merely 
proved her courage told the Specta- 
tor that she had been impressed by 
the excellent regime of the diet kitch- 
en. "I got some ideas." she suid,

Exercise* in Town flail Largely At- 
tended by Relatives and Friends 

The Class of 1926, Winchester 
High School, held its graduation ex- 
ercises on Tuesday evening in the 
Town Hall, which as usual was taxed 
to its capacity by a (fathering of rel- 
atives and friends whose pleasure in 
the occasion was not unmixed with 
pride in the achievement of their 
young graduates, 

Lorn? before starting time most of 
the seats were taken and by 8 o'clock 
people were being turned away from 
the doors, unable to gain admission. 

Th decorations in the hall were 
simple yet effective and were con- 
lined to the platform where the grad- 
uates and the invited guests of the 
evening were seated. Six white pil- 
lars, wound and joined together with 
festoons of evergreen, were placed 
at Intervals around the platform, 
each supporting a basket of ferns and 
iris in shades of blue and gold, the 
class colors. Suspended above the 
center of the stage was a seventh 
huge basket of iris and ferns while 
to the right of the graduates stood 
the American flag. 

President Nicholas Fitzgerald fol- 
lowed by the Valedictorian, Miss 
Dorothy Brown and the Salutatorian, 
Miss Mary Carr, led his classmates 
to their seats on the platform dur- 
ing the playing of the class march, 
the "War March of the Priests," 
from "Athalia," rendered by the high 
school orchestra under the direction 
of Miss Marion Knightly, supervisor 
of music. Seated to the left and 
Tight of the graduates were Rev. 
John E. Whitley, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Congregational Church; Princi- 
pal Wade L. Grindle of the high 
school; ox-Selectman William L. Par- 
sons, Chairman Robert M. Stone of 
the School Committee, and Superin- 
tendent James J. Quinu of the Win- 
chester schools. 

Rev. Mr. Whitley offered the open- 
ing prayer, which was followed by 
the address of welcome or Saluta- 
tory, delivered by Miss Mary Carr. 
second ranking scholar of the class. 

After selections by the high school 
chorus directed by Miss Knightly, 
the speaker of the evening, former 
Selectman William L. Parsons was 
introduced by Principal Grindle who 
paid high tribute to the former's will- 
ingness to be of service in any pro- 
ject of value to his community. 

Mr. Parsons' address was well re- 
ceived and rightly so. It was neither 
too long nor too prosaic. He began 
by comparing the graduation of the 
Class of 1920 with that of his own 
class 25 years ago, alluding humor- 
ously <o the difference In the gradu- 
ation costumes of the young ladies 
of the two periods.

The award of the Washington and 
Franklin medal for general excel- 
lence in history was made by Prin- 
cipal Grindle to Freeman Devoid 
Miller of the graduating class just 
proceeding the delivery of the Vale- 
dictory address by Miss Dorothy 
Drown, ranking student of 1026. 

A boys' sextette composed of 
George Corey. Harry Benson. Arthur 
Downer, Gordon Hindes, Gilbert 
Hook and Holbrook Lowell, sang 
"The Bells of Shandon" just before 
the presentation of diplomas by 
Chairman Stone of the School Com- 
mittee who was assisted by Principal 
Grindle.

PROTECTION AGAINST VACA- 
TION TYPHOID 



Tho number of typhoid fever cases 
always increases after summer vaca- 
tion because vacationists are not care- 
ful to use only clean water and to 
protect themselves against food hand- 
lers carrying typhoid.

WHY SMEAR THE STREETS? 



To the Editor of the Star: 
• Public attention has been called to 
the fact that while national indebted- 
ness is being rapidly reduced and 
taxes diminished nationally, towns 
and cities are becoming yearly more 
extravagant in their budgets and tax 
levies. — 
At the risk of being called "an old 
grouch" 1 am calling attention to 
what seems to me a most foolish and 
asinine use of public money in this 
town of Winchester— to wit: the an- 
nual smearing of the macadamized 
f'.reets with oil and gravel stone. If 
tho gravel were finely screened it 
would not be quite so bad. hut some 
< f the stones are as large as butter- 
nuts and make travel for all vehicles 
unpleasant. 

. But the principal objection to the 
operation at all is that it is entirely 
uncalled for. Such roads as Grove 
street and Fenwiek road do not call 
for dust laying, as there is no dust 
on them, worth mentioning. They 
are our best hardened concrete roads 
and the only result of the oil and 
gravel distribution is to make itself 
a nuisance to travelers and its final 
distribution, by the power of centri- 
fugal force, from the whirling auto- 
car wheels, to the side of the road, 
where it lies in windrows today, as 
can be seen on (irove and other 
streets and where it will stay until 
some heavy storm washes it away. 

Traveling in the middle west 1 no- 
ticed that oil and sand were used to 
good effect' on the dirt roads, because 
there the highways are often in a 
very miry condition in the spring 
months, but the use of such material 
on our already excellent hardened 
roads is entirely uncalled for and a 
most inexcusable waste of money fur- 
nished by already burdened tax-pay- 
ers, for the benefit only of the oil 
monopoly.

The public schools will open in 
September on Wednesday, the Sth. 

Pupils will be admitted to the kin- 
derarten who arc •"> years of age on 
Sept. 1 or who will become •"> nut lat- 
er than Jan. 1. 1927. Pupils will be 
admitted to the first grade who are 
<J years of age on Sep . 1 or who will 
become (i not later than Jan. 1, 1!)27. 
Parents who believe their children 
may have advanced more rapidly 
mentally than their ag ! would indi- 
cate and whose children have not 
reached the required age. as specified 
above, may make appointments at 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools for a mental examination. 
Examinations for such purpose will 
be held at the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools Thursday, Sept. 2 
and Friday, Sept. 3, and on Tuesday, 
Sept. 7. 

All children must be vaccinated 
and bring to their respective schools 
a vaccination certificate.
